PREFACE. 



The character and credit of the British Army must 
chiefly depend upon the zeal and ardour by which 
all who enter into its service are animated, and 
consequently it is of the highest importance that any 
measure calculated to excite the spirit of emulation, 
by which alone great and gallant actions are achieved, 
should be adopted. 

Nothing can more fully tend to the accomplishment 
of this desirable object than a full display of the noble 
deeds with which the Military History of our country 
abounds. To hold forth these bright examples to 
the imitation of the youthful soldier, and thus to 
incite him to enmlate the meritorious conduct of those 
who have preceded him in their honorable career, 
are among the motives that have given rise to the 
present publication. 

The operations of the British Troops are, indeed, 
announced in the " London Gazette," from whence 
they are transferred into the public prints: the 
achievements of our armira are thus made known at 
the time of their occurrence, and receive the tribute 
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IV PREPACK. 

of praise and admiration to which they are entitled. 
On extraordinary occasions, the Houses of Parliament 
have been in the habit of conferring on the Com- 
manders, and the Officers and Troops acting under 
their orders, expressions of approbation and of thanks 
for their skill and bravery ; and these testimonials, 
confirmed by the high honour of their Sovereign's 
approbation, constitute the reward which the soldier 
most highly prizes. 

It has not, however, until late years, been the prac- 
tice (which appears to have long prevailed in some of 
the Continental armies) for British Begiments to keep 
regular records of their services and achievements. 
Hence some difficulty has been experienced in obtain- 
ing, particularly from the old Regiments, an au- 
thentic account of their origin and subsequent services. 

This defect will now be remedied, in consequence 
of His Majesty having been pleased to command 
that every Regiment shall, in future, keep a full and 
ample record of its services at home and abroad. 

From the materials thus collected, the country 
will henceforth derive information as to the difficulties 
and privations which chequer the career of those who 
embrace the military profession. In Great Britain, 
where so lai^e a number of persons are devoted to 
the active concerns of agriculture, manufactures, 
and commerce, and where these pursuits!^have, for so 
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long a period, being undisturbed by the presence of 
ipar, which fliw other countries have escaped, com- 
paratively little is known of the vicissitudes of active 
service and of the casualties of climate, to whiclij 
even during peace, the British Troops are exposed \a 
every part of tlie globe, with little or no interval of 
repose. 

In their tranquil enjoyment of the blessings which 
the country derives from the industry and the enter- 
prise of the agriculturist and the trader, its happy 
inhabitants may be supposed not often to reflect on 
the perilous duties of the soldier and the sailor, — on 
their sufferings,— and on the sacrifice of valuable life, 
by which so many national benefits are obtained and 
preserved. 

The conduct of the British Troops, their valour, 
and endurance, have shone conspicuously under great 
and trying difficulties ; and their character has been 
established in Continental warfare by the irresistible 
spirit with which they have effected debarkations in 
spite of the most formidable opposition, and by the 
gallantry and steadiness with which they have main- 
tained their advantages against superior numbers. 

In the official Reports made by the respective Cora- 
niandors, ample justice has generally been done to 
the gallai]t c-xertions of the Corps employed ; but 
the details of their services and of acts of individual 
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bravery can only be fully given in the Annala of the 
various Regiments. 

These Records are now preparing for publication, 
under His Majesty's special authority, by Mr. 
BiCHARD Cannon, Principal Clerk of the Adjutant 
General's Office ; and while the perusal of them can- 
not fail to be useM and interesting to military men 
of every rank, it is considered that they will also 
afford entertainment and information to the general 
reader, particularly to those who may have served in 
the Army, or who have relatives in Uie Service. 

There exists in the breasts of most of those who 
have served, or are serving, in the Army, an E^it 
de Corps — an attachment to everything belonging 
to their Regiment ; to such persons a narrative of 
the services of their own Corps cannot fail to prove 
interesting. Authentic accounts of the actions of 
the great, the valiant, the loyal, have always been 
of paramount interest with a brave and civilized 
people. Great Britain has produced a race of heroes 
who, in moments of danger and terror, have stood 
" firm as the rocks of their native shore :" and when 
half the world has been arrayed against them, they 
have fought the battles of their Country with un- 
shaken fortitude. It is presumed that a record of 
achievements in war, — victories so complete and sur- 
prising,, gained by our countrymen, our brothers. 
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our fellow citizens in arms, — ■& record which revives 
the memory of the brave, and brings their gallant 
deeds before us, — will certainly prove acceptable to 
the public. 

Bi(^aphica1 Memoirs of the Colonels and other 
distinguished Officers will be introduced in the 
Records of their respective Begiments, and the 
Honorary Distinctions which have, fironi time to 
time, been conferred upon each Kegiment, as testify- 
ing the value and importance of its services, will be 
faithfully set forth. 

As a convenient mode of Publication, the Record 
of each Regiment will be printed in a distinct num- 
ber, so that when the whole shall be completed, the 
Parts may be bound up in numerical successioD. 



INTRODUCTION 



TO 



THE IN FAN TRY. 



The natives of Britain have, at all periods, been 
celebrated for innate courage and unshaken firmness, 
and the national superiority of the British troops 
over those of other countries has been evinced in 
the midst of the most imminent perils. History con- 
tains so many proofs of extraordinary acts of bravery, 
that no doubts can be raised upon the facts which 
are recorded. It must therefore be admitted, that 
the distinguishing feature of the British soldier is 
Intrepidity. This quality was evinced by the 
inhabitants of England when their country was 
invaded by Julius Ceesar with a Homan army, on 
which occasion the undaunted Britons rushed into 
the sea to attack the Roman soldiers as they de- 
scended from their ships ; and, although their dis- 
cipline and arms were inferior to those of their 
adversaries, yet their fierce and dauntless bearing 
intimidated the flower of the Roman troops, in- 
cluding Csesar's favourite tenth legion. Their arms 
consisted of spears, short swords, and other weapons 
of rude- construction. They had chariots, to the 
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axles of which were fastened sharp pieces of iron 
resembling scythe-blades, and infantry in long 
chariots resembling waggons, who alighted and 
fought on foot, and for change of ground, pursuit 
or retreat, sprang into the chariot and drove off 
with the speed of cavalry. These inventions were, 
however, unavailing against Ca;sar*s legions: in 
the course of time a military system, with dis- 
cipline and subordination, was introduced, and 
British courage, being thus regulated, was exerted 
to the greatest advantage ; a full development of 
the national character followed, and it shone forth 
in all its native brilliancy. 

The military force of the Anglo-Saxons consisted 
principally of infantry: Thanes, and other men of 
property, however, fought on horseback. The 
infantry were of two classes, heavy and light 
The former carried large shields armed with spikes, 
long broad swords and spears i and the latter were 
armed with swords or spears only. They had also 
men armed with club^ others with battle-axes and 
javelins. 

The feudal troops established by William the 
Conqueror consisted (as already stated in the Intro- 
duction to the Cavalry) almost entirely of horse ; 
but when the warlike barons and knights, with their 
trains of tenants and vassals, took the field, a pro- 
portion of men appeared on foot, and, although 
these were of inferior degree, they proved stout- 
hearted Britons of stanch fidelity. When stipen- 
diary troops were employed, hiiantry always con- 
stituted a considerable portion of the military force ; 
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and this arme has since acquired, in every quarter 
of the globe, a celebrity never exceeded by the 
armies of any nation at any period. 

The weapons carried by the infantry, during the 
several reigns succeeding the Conquest, were bows 
and arrows, half-pikes, lances, halberds, various 
kinds of battle-axes, swords, and daggers. Armour 
was worn on the head and body, and in course of 
time the practice became general for military men 
to be so completely cased in steel, that it was 
almost impossible to slay them. 

The introduction of the use of gunpowder in the 
destructive purposes of war, in the early part of the 
fourteenth century, produced a change in the arms 
and equipment of the infantry-soldier. Bows and 
arrows gave place to various kinds of fire-arms, but 
British archers continued formidable adversaries; 
and, owing to the inconvenient construction and im- 
perfect bore of the fire-arms when first introduced, 
a body of men, well trained in the use of the bow 
from their youth, was considered a valuable acqui- 
sition to every army, even as late as the sixteenth 
century. 

During a great part of the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth each company of infantry usually consisted of 
men armed five different ways ; in every hundred 
men forty were "men-at-arms" and sixty "shot;" 
the " men-at-arms" were ten halberdiers, or battle- 
axe men, and thirty pikemen *, and the " shot" were 
twenty archers, twenty musketeers, and twenty 
harquebusiers, and each man carried, besides his 
principal weapon, a sword and dagger. 
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Companies of infantry varied at this period in 
numbers from 150 to 300 men ; each company had 
a colour or ensign, and the mode of formation re- 
commended by an English military writer (Sir John 
Smitbe) in 1590 was : — the colour in the centre of 
the company guarded by the halberdiers \ the pike- 
men in equal proportions, on each flank of the 
halberdiers: half the musketeers on each flank of 
the pikes ; half the archers on each flank of the mus- 
keteers, and the harquebusiers (whose arms were 
much lighter than the muskets then in use) in equal 
proportions on each flank of the company for skirmish- 
ing.* It was customary to unite a number of com- 
panies into one body, called a Kegiment, which 
frequently amounted to three thousand men: but 
each company continued to carry a colour. Nume- 
rous improvements were eventually introduced in the 
construction of fire-arms, and, it having been found 
impossible to make armour proof against the muskets 
then in use (which carried a very heavy ball) without 
its being too weighty for the soldier, armour was 
gradually laid aside by the infantry in the seven- 
teenth century : bows and arrows also fell into dis- 
use, and the infantry were reduced to two classes, 
viz.: m-usketeerSi armed with matchlock muskets.

The musket carried r lull which weighed ^th of a pound ; and the 
harquebat a ball which weighed j,th of a pound. 
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swords, and daggers; ai:\d pikcmen, armed with pikes 
from fourteen to eighteen feet long, and swords. 

In thu early part of the seventeenth century 
Gustavus AJolplius, King of Sweden, reduced the 
strength of regiments to 1000 men. He caused the 
gunpowder, which had heretofore been carried in 
flasks, or in small wooden bandoliers, each contain- 
ing a charge, to be made up into cartridges, and 
carried in pouches ; and he formed each regiment 
into two wi]igs of musketeers, and a centre division 
of pikenien. IJc also adopted the practice of form- 
ing four regiments into a hrigade ; and the number 
of colours was afterwards reduced to three in each 
regiment. He formed his columns so compactly that 
his infantry could resist the charge of the celebrated 
Polish horsemen and Austrian cuirassiers \ and his 
armies became the admiration of other nations. His 
mode of formation was copied by the English, 
French, and other European states ; but so great 
was the prejudice in favour of ancient customs, that 
all his improvements were not adopted until near a 
century afterwards. 

In 1664 King Charles II, raised a corps for sea- 
service, styled the Admiral's regiment. In 1678 
each company of 100 men usually consisted of 30 
pikemen, 60 musketeersj and 10 men armed with 
light firelocks. lu this year the King added a com- 
pany of men armed with hand grenades to each of 
the old British regiments, I'lhich was designated the 
"grenadier company." Daggers were so contrived 
a8 to tit ill the muzdes of the muskets, aud bayonets, 
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similar to those at present in use, were adopted about 
twenty years afterwards. 

An Ordnance regiment was raised in 1685, by 
order of King James II,, to guard the artillery, and 
was designated the Royal Fusiliers (now 7th Foot). 
This corps, and the companies of grenadiers, did 
not carry pikes 

King William III. incorporated the Admiral's 
regiment in the second Foot Guards, and raised 
two Marine regiments for sea-service. During the 
war in this reign, each company of infantry (ex- 
cepting the fusiliers and grenadiers) consisted of 14 
pikemen and 46 misketeers ; the captains carried 
pikes ; lieutenants, partisans *, ensigns, half-pikes ; 
and Serjeants, halberds. After the peace in 1697 the 
Marine regiments were disbanded, but were again 
formed on the breaking out of the war in 1702.* 

During the reign of Queen Anne the pikes were 
laid aside, and every infantry soldier was armed 
with a musket, bayonet, and sword ; the grenadiers 
ceased, about the same period, to carry hand gre- 
nades ; and the regiments were directed to lay aside 
their third colour : the corps of Royal Artillery was 
first added to the Army in this reign. 

About the year 1745, the men of the battalion 
companies of infantry ceased to carry swords ; during 



* The SOth, 31st, and 32nd Regiments were formed as Marine corpa 
in 1702, and were employed as such during the wars in the reign of 
Queen Anne. The Marine corps were embarked in the Fleet under 
Admiral Sir George Rooke, and were at the taking of Gibraltar, and 
in its subsequent defence in 1704 ; they were afterwards employed at 
the liege of Barcelona in 1705. 
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the rergn of George II. light companies were laddcd 
to infantry regiments; and in 1764 a Board of 
General Officers rccn nidi ended that the grenadiers 
should lay aside their swords, as that weapon had 
never been used daring the Seven Years' War, Since 
tliat period tht; arms of the infantry soldier have been 
limited to the musket and bayonet. 

The arms and eqnipment of the British Troops have 
seldom differed materially, since the Conquest, from 
those of other European states; and in some respects 
the arming has, at certain periods, been allowed to 
be inferior to that of the nations with whom they 
tbave had to contend; yet, under this disadvantage, 
the bravery and superiority of the British infantry 
have been evinced on very many and most trying 
occasions, and splendid victories have been gained 
over very superior numbers. 

Great Britain has produced a race of lion-like 
champions who have dared to confront a host of 
foes, and have proved themselves valiant with any 
arms. At Crecy^ King Edward III., at the head of 
about 30,000 men, defeated, on the 2Gth of August, 
1346, Philip King of France, whose army is said to 
have amounted to 100,000 men ; here British valour 
encountered veterans of renown: — the King of Bo- 
hemia, the King of Majorca, and many princes and 
nobles were slain, and the French army was routed 
and cut to pieces. Ten years afterwards, E<tward 
Prince of Wales, who was designated the Black 
Prince, defeated, at PoicderS-, with 14,000 men, 
a French army of C0,000 horse, besides infantry, 
and took John I,, King of France, and his son 
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which constitute good soldiers. Wicnesa the deeds 
of the brave men, of whom there are many now 
surviving, who fought in Egypt in 1801, under the 
brave Abercromby, and compelled the French army, 
which had been vainly styled Invincible, to eva- 
cuate that country ; also the services of the gallant 
Troops during the arduous campaigns in the Penin- 
sula, under the immortal Welunqton ; and the 
determined stand made by the British Army at 
Waterloo, where Napoleon Bonaparte, who had 
long been the inveterate enemy of Great Britain, 
and had sought and planned her destruction by 
every meana he could devise, was compelled to 
leave his vanquished legions to their fate, and to 
place himself at the disposal of the British Govern- 
ment. These achievements, with others of recent 
dates, in the distant climes of India, prove that the 
same valour and constancy which glowed in the 
breasts of the heroes of Crecy, Poictiers, Agincourt, 
Blenheim, and RamilieSj continue to animate the 
Britons of the nhieteenth ceutury. 

The British Soldier is distinguished for a robust 
and muscular frame, — intrepidity which no danger 
can appal, — unconquerable spirit and resolution, — - 
patience in fatigue and privation, and cheeriul obe- 
dience to his superiors. These qualities, united with 
an excellent system of order and discipline to regu- 
late and give a skilful direction to the enei^ies and 
adventurous spirit of the hero, and a wise selection 
of officers of superior talent to command, whose 
presence inspires confidence, — have been the leading 
causes of the splendid victories gained by the British

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arjilS,* The fame of the deeds of the past and 
j)resent generatinns in the various battle-fields where 
tiie robust sons of Albion have fought and conquered, 
surrounds the British arms with a halo of glory; 
these achievements will live in the page of history to 
the end of time. 

The records of the several ref^inients will he found 
to contain a detail of facts of an interesting character, 
connected with the hardships, sufferings, and gallant 
ex])lnits of British soldiers in the various parts of the 
world where the calls of their Comitry and the com- 
mands of their Sovereign have required them to 
proceed in the execution of their duty, whether in

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active continental operations, or in maintaining colo- 
nial territories in distant and unfavourable climes. 

The superiority of the British Infantry has been 
pre-eminently set forth in the wars of six centuries, 
and admitted by the greatest commanders which 
Europe has produced. The formations and move- 
ments of this arntf^f as at present practised^ while 
they are adapted to every species of warfare, and to 
all probable situations and circumstances of service, 
are calculated to show forth the brilliancy of military 
tactics calculated upon mathematical and scientific 
principles. Although the movements and evolutions 
have been copied from the continental armies, yet 
various improvements have from time to time been. 
introduced, to ensure that simplicity and celerity by 
which the superiority of the national military cha- 
racter is maintained. The rank and influence which 
Great Britain has attained among the nations of the 
world, have in a great measure been purchased by 
the valour of the Army, and to persons who have the 
welfare of their country at heart, the records of the 
several regiments cannot fail to prove interesting.

TflE SEYENTY-FOURTII REGIMENT 

(HIGHLANDERS.) 



Iw the year 1 787, app relic nsions were entertaine<], that I7s1 
the affairs of Holland would involve Furope in war. 
Great disturbances had octurrcd in Holland, fumented 
and encouraged by the French party, who wished to 
expel the Stadtholder, under the supposition that he 
had counler acted the views of the Dutch, which were 
intended to have pi'ouiotcd the interest of Franco 
during the American war. The French court, however, 
intimated, that it did not intend to intcifurc in thcso 
disputes^ except as a mediator, pro^nded other Powers 
observed the same moderation ; but England and 
Prussia havin«: determined to take a more decisive part, 
ruuscd immediate prcjKiratiDns to bo made for hosti- 
lities. 

The British Minister, among other njcasuresj pro- 
posed to augment the ainiy in India by raising four 
King's regiments (the present Srventy -fouhtii^ 
bevcnty-filth, seventy-sixth, and Beventy-scventh), the 
oqienscs of which were to he defrayed by the East 
India Company. 'J'he proiwsal was. in the first instance, 
readily accepted ; but the threatcnings of war passed 
over on the termination of the disputes between the 
Stadtholder and the United Provinces- The Court of 
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1787 Directors discovering that it was intended to continue 
these regiments as a pcrmaneat charg^e upon their 
establishment, resolutely withdrew their consent, refu- 
sing even permission to embark the troops on board 
their ships. These circumstanc^es induced Mr. Pitt, 
the Prime Minister in the year 1788, to introduce the 
Declaratory Bill, intended to define the true meaning of 
his I^D1A Bill of 1784, the power of the Board of 
Control haTlng been disputed by the East India Com- 
pany, which had refused to pay the cost of the four 
regimqnts embarked for India. After a leng-tliened 
debate, the Declaratory Bill was passed, hy which it 
■was directed, that the " Expense of raising-, transport- 
" ing, and maintaining such troops as may be judged 
" necessary for the security of the British Territories 
" and Poasessiona in the East Indies, should be defra)'ed 
*' out of the Kevenues arising from the said territories 
" and possessions." A further Act on the subject was 
passed in the year 1791, and both these Acts were 
confirmed by that of the 33rd of King George III., 
chapter 32, dated the 1 1th of June 1 793.

pay of Froser^a llighlandfra) whose comniisstorij as 
Colonel of the SiiVENTV-i-ouKTii, was dated the I2th

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iTifj to recruit the HcgEment to the full establishment 1T88 
This ht^ing HccompUshcd in the nutumn of the samo 
year, tht; Head Qmirti^rs aud six companicB, in 
February 17bO, followptl tlie former detathmetit, and I7S9 
after u passage uf four months, during which they 
oiijoyt'd perfect health, lamleilftt Madras in June 178'9. 
The Rogiment was united aud stationed at the eanton- 
ments of rounamalee, forming a corps of 750 rank and 
file, in every respcet complete and fit for service. 

Lieut.-Colotiel Hamilton Maxwell, wlio had succeed- 
ed Lieut. -Colonel Fm'bes in command of the Hegiment 
on the 3rd November 1788, was indefatif^able in 
training it to a uniform systCin, impressing u^Kin officers 
and men a tone and discipline to which the extra- 
ordinarily high thavacter and success of the corps 
throughout its service in India was mainly attributablo* 

The Regiment toiik the field in the year I7U0, and at 1790 
Afiied, in the month of September, joined the centre 
division of the army, assembled under the ordei's of 
Major-General Medows for operations against Tippoo, 
Sultan of Mysore. Lieut.Colonel ATaxwell commanded 
this divisiun, which advanced into the 13u,ramhnl coun- 
try on the !24th October, proceeding as far as Kistna- 
ghcrry and Cavcryiiatam, and was engaged in various 
skirmishes with 'J'ipjioo's arnjy until the 1 7th November, 
when the division ivas united with the remainder of 
the army under the immediate command of Major- 
General Medows. 

The Marquis Comwallis, Governor -General and 
Commander in Chief, having arrived at Madras, in 
September (7W, assumed the command of the army, 
and was at Velout, eighteen mites from Madras, on tho 
29th January 1791, 

The SkvKNTV-FocBTH was then formed with the nSi 
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i79I Heventy-firnt and Kcventy-Bccond regiraente, into tlie 
second European Rri^adc, under Lieut, -Colonel Clarice, 
in the lc(\ wing of the army, which commenced its march 
from Vclout on the 5th of February; and turning the 
Pass of AinlHior, reached the table land of Mysiire by 
the Pass d' Moofj;lce on the 20th of February, It 
arrived before Bangalore an the 5th of March, which 
fortr^s was taken by »torm on the 21et of March. 

In the orders of the following day it was stated, — - 
" Lord Cornwallis feels the most sensihle gratification 
" in congratulating the ofRccra find aoldicrs of the 
'' army ou the honorable issue of the fatigiiefi and 
*' dangera they have undergone during the late arduousi 
** siege. Their alacrity and firmness in the execution 
" of their varioua duties have perhaps never been ex- 
*^ ceeded, and he shall not only think it incumbent on 
" him to represent thdr meritorious conduct in the 
" strangest cclours, but he shall ever remember it with 
" the sinccreBt esteem and admiration." 

In conscfiucnce of the decease of Major-Gencral Sir 
Archibald Campbell, in the year 17^1, Major-General 
Sir CharlcB O'Hara was removed from the Twenty- 
■eeond reij^iment to the Skvekty-fourth Hiohlanders 
on the 1st April of that year, 

Thf army commenced ita advance from Bangalore 
on the 4th of May, attacked and defeated the army of 
Tippoo in its strong position before Scringapatam on 
the 15th of May; but being unable to beeiege the 
place, in ronaerjucnce of the want of provisions and the 
state of the weather, it was ordered to commcoce its 
retreat upon Bangalore on the 26th of M&y. 

Before commencing the retreat, the soldiers were 
thanked in ordera by the Marquist Cornwallia for their 
conduct throughout these acrviccs, and it was nddedj — 
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" So long as theve were any hopes of reducing I79t 
" Seringapatam before the commencement of the heavy 
" rains, the Commander-in-Chief thought himself 
" happy in availing himsolf of tl;eir willing servicefij 
" but the unexpected bad weather for some time ejc- 
" perienccd. having rendered the attack of the enemy's 
*' capital impracticable until the conclusion of the 
" ensuing mouBoona, Lord Cornwallis thought he 
" should make an ill return for the zeal and alacrity 
" exhibited by the soldiers, if he desired them to draw 
'* the guns and stores bark to a magazine, where there 
" remains an ample (lupply of both, which was captured 
" by their valour ; he did not therefore hesitate to order 
** the guns and fttorcs, which were not wanted for field 
" service, to be destroyed," 

The army commenced its march on tho ^6th of May, 
but being joined hy the allied Mahratta forces on that 
day, continued to retreat very slowly to Bangalore, 
which it reached in the beginning of July ( it was 
engaged in various operatians, and in taking several 
hllL forts in the neighbouring country. The Sevknty- 
FOuriTH wan detached from the army at Nundydroog 
on the 2 1st of October, with three Sepoy battalions and 
some field artillery, under Lieut. -Colonel Max^vellj into ■ 
the Baramhnl country, which this column was ordered 
to clear of the enemy. They reaelied the aouth end of 
the valley by forced marches, and took the strong fort 
of Penagra by escalade on tho 31st of October, and 
&fter scouring^ the whole of the Baramhal to the south- 
ward, retumeil towards Caverypatam, and eiit-amped 
within five miles of the strong fort of Kistnagherry on 
the 7th of No\'embcr; Lieut. -Colonel Maxwell deter- 
mined on attacking the lower fort and town im- 
mediately, and the column advanced from the eamp to 
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n&I the ftttack in three divisiona at ten o'clock on that 
ni{!;!it; two of these were sent to the right and left lo 
attack the lower fort on the western and eastern sides, 
while the centre tlivKion advanced dlrt^ctly towards the 
front wall; the divintons approached close to the walb 
before they were discovered, succeeded in c^ca-lia- 
ding; them, and got jiosscsBion of the gates. The enemy 
fled to the upper fort without much resistance, and the 
original oLjecl of the attack was thus gained j but a 
most gallant attempt was made by Captain Wallace uf 
tho SEViiNTT-Koi'RTH, wHo Commanded the right 
diviBion, to carry the almost inaccessible upper fort 
also. His division rushed up in pursuit of the 
fugitives, and notwithstanding the length and stcepnras 
of tho ascent, his advanced party followed the tnemy so 
closely that they had barely time to shut the gates. 
Their Utandard was talien on the steljs of the gateway ; 
but OS tho ladders had not been brought forward in 
time, it was im|i>os!iiblc to eecaladc before the enemy 
recovered from their panic. 

During two hours, reix-ated triaU were made to get 
the ladders up, but tho enemy hurling down showers 
of Tucks and stonea into tho road, broke the ladders 
and crushed thoae who can'icd them ; unluckily a clear 
inoonli[,^ht diacoverod every movement, and at Length 
the ladders being all destroyed, and many officers and 
men disabled in carrying them, Lieut.-Culonel Maxwell 
fuund it necessary to order a discontinuance of the 
aBsault. 

The retreat of the men who had reached the gate, 
and of the rest of the troo{iB, was conducted with such 
regularity, that a party, whigh sallit'd from the fort in 
pursuit of them, was immediately driven back. The 
pettah, or lower town, wau uet lire to, and the troops 
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witkclravra to their camp before tliijUght no tlie 8th of 1791 
Nuvember.

The column having also reduced several sm»U forts 
in the district of OuBsoor, rejoined the armv on the 
l30th of November. 

Thf following' order was isBued by the Marquis 
Comwallis on the return of the column : — 

" Camp, Ktrtgeny, 
December la/, 1791. 
" G^NEHAL OhDEH, 

" Lord Comwallis returns hia best thanks to Lieut,- 
^' Colonel Maxwell for the zealous and able manner 
** in which ho has executed his general instructions, 
" to diRlodu;e and drive out the detachments that the 
"■ enemy had sent into the Baramhal and the district of 
" OuSsOur. 

" The good conduct and gallantry which was mani- 
" fested at the assault of Pcnagra, rt-flect great credit 
" ujjon Lieut.- Colonel Maxwell and the corps under 
'' hia command ;; but his lordship considers the spirited 
" and judicious attempt which, after surprising and 
" carrying the pcttah and lower fort, wiismade ujxm 
" the upperfott of Kistnaghcrry, as highly honourable to 
" all the officers and men who were employed on that 
" occasion, and justly deserving his warmest apflause." 

'i'he army advanced from Hoolia Droog upon Strring- j^gg 
apalam on the Ut of February, 17^t2. 
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1792 During the successful attack and carrj'ing of the 
lines before Senngapatam on the night of the 6th of 
February, the regiment formed part of the centre 
column, which was composed of the fifty-second, eeventy- 
Jirst, and Sevbnty-fourth King's regimipnts under 
Colonel Stewart (Lieut.-Colonel Maxwell of the 
SKVKNTr-FOUHTH being employed in command of the 
left column of the army,) with which coluinn the Marquis 
Cqrnwallis, Comraanding-in-Chief, was personally pre- 
sent during the action : nearly at its close, and during 
the confusion consequent on a night attack. Major 
Skelly, with the greater part of the Skventv-pourth, 
and also the other regiments of the centre column, 
ha-v-ing been pushed far in advance. Captain Dugald 
Campbell was left in command of the remaining com- 
panies of the regiment, with a small party of the fifty- 
second, when a sudden and formidable onset beini^ 
made upon the position by a. strong force of the enemy, 
the safety of the Commander-in-Chief, and of the centre 
of the army, was preserved by a gallant charge made 
upon the enemy by Captain Campbell, for which he 
and the small body under his command were highly 
applauded.

In the General Order issued on the 7th of February, 
it was stated; — 

" The conduct and valour of the oflficers and soldiera 
"■ of the army have often merited Lord Cornwailis'B 
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*' Encomiuma, but the zeal and gallantry which were bo 1792 
'* succc?s8fLilly displiiycd last night in the atta^-k of the 
" enemy's whole army, in a yioaition which had cost him 
" much time and labour to fortify, <»n never be Buffi- 
*' eiently praised, and his Lordship's satisfaction, on an 
" occasion which promiaed to be attended with the most 
" substantial advantages, has been greatly heightened 
" by hearing from the Commanding Officers of drvisions 
" that the meritorious behavionr was universal through 
" all ranks, in a degree that baa rarely been equalled : 
" Lord Comwallis therefore roqueats that the army in 
** general will accept of his most cordial thanks for the 
*'nohle and gallant manner in which they have exc- 
" cnted the plan of the attack; it covctb themselves 
** with honour, and will ever command his warmest 
" sentiments of admiration." 

After considerable progress had been made in the 
prejm rations for the siege of SerLngu]iatam, and the 
second parallel completed, the operations were sus- 
pended on the '^^th of February in consequence of nego- 
ciations for ft treaty of peace, which was finally concluded 
with 'I'ip]X)Di and the army evacuated the island of 
Seringfipatsm about the end of March, 179*2, The 
regiment returned to cantonments in the neighbour- 
hof>d of Madras in the month of May, 

The regiment wiw aij;asn ordered on ai^tive service 1793 
a^inst the French settlement of Pondichen-y in June, 
17i)3, being formed in brigade with the seventy-second 
and seventy-third ret^iments, and the third Com|mny's 
European regiment, under Colonct Braithwaite. The 
expedition arrived before Pondi':hcrry in July, and the 
Hicge v.as commenced in tho beginning of August : the 
fortress capitulated on the "Jrlrvl of AugUHt. 

A circumstance that occnrred after the capture haa 
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1793 Ijpcin often since nitiTat'i'd by old cifRtcrs of the eoryjB, 
and, 3Uhou[:;;h m itself of a trivial nature, it may de- 
serve to lie recorded, as ahowing the g'ood efiect that it 
w possible to produce, even upon prejudiced enemies, 
hy courtfjsy and fivmncsB. 

The SiiVicNTV-foiJJiTH foimcd |>art of the garrison, 
and the French troops remained in the place aa pri- 
soners of war. Their officers were of the old r^yime, 
and Were gentk'nu-ii by birth and in manners, to whum 
it was incunilwnt to show every kindnc^9a and hoapitaltly. 
It wa8 found, howevert that both officers and men, and 
the French population generally, were strongly tinc- 
tured with the revolutionary mania; and some uneasi- 
nes,s was felt lest the same should be in any degree 
imbibed by tlie British soldiers. It happened that the 
officers of the SEViiNTY-PouKTii were in the theatre 
when a Frt^ch offit^er called for the revolutionary air, 
" Ca Ira;" this was o^xiseJ by some of the British, and 
there was every appearance of a serious disturbance, 
both parties being highly excited. The SEvyMY- 
FOurtTH, being in a body, had an opportunity to consult, 
and to act with effect ; and, having taken their resolu- 
tion, two or three of them made their way to the 
orchestra, the rest tnliing \xist at the doora, and, having 
obtained silence, the senior officer addrt^sed tho house 
in a iirin but conciliatory manner. He stated that the 
national tnne called for by one of the company ought 
not to bo objected to, and that, as an act of courtesy to 
the ladies and others who bad seconded the request, he 
and his brother officers were determined to aupiMrt it 
with every mark of respect, and called u|X}n their 
countrymen to do the same. It was accordingly played 
with the most uproarious ap])lau8G on the part of the 
Fi'ench, the BriLisb oHicers standing up uncovered ; 
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but the moment it was finished, the house was called 1T93 
upon by the same ^arty ag^ain to uneover to the British 
national air, " God save the King." They now ajj|}ealed 
to the French, reminding them that each had their 
national attaohmenis and recollections of home ; that 
love of country was an honourable principle, and should 
be respcictc'd in each other; and that they felt a^ured 
their respected friends would not be behind in that 
courtesy which had just been shown by the British. 
Bi-avo i Bravo ! resounded from every jart ol' the 
houBC, and from that moment all rankling was at an 
end. They lived in perfect harmony till the French 
embarked ; and each ]Jarty retained their sentiments as 
a thing peculiar to their own country, but without the 
slightcfit oiTenco on either sidcs or expectation that they 
should aesimilate, more than if they related to the 
colour of their uniforms. 

The regiment was deprived of the able eervices of 1'94 
Lieut. -Colonel Hamilton Maxwell, by his premature 
death at Cudalore on the Sth June, 1794. This officer 
had been at an early age appointed to a company of 
Fraser'a Highlanders, in which corps he served during 
the whole of the American war with a degree of ap- 
]H'obation which his later conduct, while in command of 
the Skvknty-foortii, proved that he so well merited. 

In the year 171)7 the regiment was embarked for an 1791 
expedition intended against Muniiia, but was detained 
in consequence of the threatened renewal of hostilities 
in Mysore. 

In October, 1797, the Beventy-first regiment being 
ordered home from India, the Skventt-fourth was 
fonipletod by two hundred men tranafevrKl fi'om that 
corps.

Tie army advanced on the following day, and 
arrived before Suringapatam on the 5th of April. The 
preparations for the siege immediately commenced, and 
a breach being reported practicable on the 3rd of May, 
the asaault was ordered for the following day, the 
4th May, when it took place accordingly. The troops 
for the assault, commanded by Major-General Baird, 
were divided into two columns of attack. The SiivKNTV- 
FouRTH, with the seventy-third regiment, 4 European 
flank companica, 14 Sepoy flank companies, with W 
artillerymen, formed the right column, under Colonel 
Sherbroke. Each column was preceded by one Ser- 
jeant and twelve men, volunteers, supported by an 
advanced party of one subaltern, and twenty-five men. 
Lieutenant Hill, of the Seven! y-fouhtji, commanded 
the advanced party of the right column. After the suc- 
cessful fltorm and capture of the fortress, ihcSiiVEwrT- 
rouRTU was the first raiment that entered tho 
palace. 

In the following order issued, on the 5th of May, by 
Lkut.-Geucral Hai-iis, the conduct of the regiment. 
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iTjg and of LiciJt.-Cclonel Camiibcll. who commanded it on 
thiv ocxflsion, was conspicuously noticed : —

"The Commfinder-in-CMcf congratulates the gal-

the conquest of yesterday. Tho effects ariajng from

' the ]frfsent limits of detail, as the unremiiting zeal, 
' labour, and unparalleled valour of the troops surpass 
'power of praise for services BO incalculable in tlioii' 
' con90(|Ucnce8 ; he must consider the army as well 
' entitled to the applause and gratitude of their 
' country. 
" On referring' to the progress of the siege^ so many 
ODcaaions have occurred for applause to the troops 
cmplovcd that it is difficult to particularizn indivi- 
dual merit: but the gallant manner in which Lieut.-^ 
Colonel Sliaw, the Honorable Colonel Wellcslcy, 
Lieut. -Colon el Moneypenny, the Honorable Licut.- 
Colonel St, John, Major McDonald, Major Skfilly, and 
Lieut.-Colonei Wallace, of the Shventv-pourTH, 
conducted theattaclts entrusted to their g^uidance, in 
the several outworks and posts of the enemy, demands 
to be recorded, and the very spirited attack led by 
Lieut.

Tho regiment has received the Royal authority to 
bear the word "SERiNQAPATAM"on its regimental colour 
and appointments in commemoration of It& Kcrvlcca 
at this siege. 

On iht brcftking u]) of the army in September, 1?99, 
the regiment returned to Bangalore ; being after- 
wards ordered back to Madras, it was halted at 
Wallajahbad in the beginning of 1800, when the flank igoo 
companies were employed at the siege and capture of 
the Kort of Pandcllumcourctiy, and the regiment was 
engaged in various operations agaioBt the Southern 
Fulygars, during which great exertions wyrc made and 
losses sustained, of which no distinct record has been 
preserved. 

In th« spring of 1801. six companies were sent to isOl 
Bombay, to replace troo[i8 withdrawn for the expe- 
dition to Egypt. On the 4th of June in that year, the 
annivcreary of His Majesity'a birth-day, when the Imjie- 
rial Union flag was hoisted for thefirst time at Bombay, 
tt/eti'de-joiewas fired by the dctachmcntsot" the SEVK^TV- 
FounrH, eighty -sixth, and eighty-eighth regiments. 

The regiment formed jjart of the ibrce assembled ie03 
under Lieut.-General Stuart at Hurryhur, on the 
north-western frontEer of Mysore, in the month of 
November, 1HU2, hy oider of Lord (.'live. 

In consequence of instructions from the Govtmor- 
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Miianitnons determination to submit to any loss, and JS03 
bear cvi*rv harilship whi{!h the service mif^ht require, 
trustmg- to the gonLTueity of the GoverTiTHent after ihc 
service should be performed ; and asking what coiilidcuco 
the General could have in his troops, if they should 
besot him with such an application near an enemy, and 
when he must be engrossed with the public depart- 
ments : these arguments, prevailed, and the petition 
was abandoned. 

The force advanced froin Poonah on the 26th of April, 
and the regiment was actively cnga^d througbout the 
whole of the folloiving brilliant campaign ; at the capture 
of the toivn and fiirt of Abmodniiirtrur, on tbc f^tll and 
r2th Au;;u.st, its condui^t wa.g particularly noticed in 
Major- General Wellesley's despatch. The following 
General Orders wore published by him, and by the 
Governor-General on the occasion : —

On the 23rd of September, Major-Gcneral the Hon. 
Arthur WcUcsIcy attacked thewhob combined Mahratla 
armyof Sclndiah, and the Rajah of Berar, at Asmye, un 
the banks of the Knitna rLver, when the Mahratla ibrcc 
of 40^000 men wa3 completely defeated by a force of 
5000, of which nut more than 2000 were Europeans, 
losing 98 pieces of cannon, 1 standards, and leaving 1*200 
killed, and about fuur times that number wounded on 
the field. The conduct of the Sicventy-fourtu, in this 
nicinotabLc battle, was must gallant and distinguish fd, 
but from having been prematurely led against the vil- 
lage of Asaaye, on the left of the enemy's line, the 
regiment was cx|K)scd, unsupported, to a most tcrriblio 
cannonade, and being afterwarda charged by cavalry, 
sutained a tremendous loss.

Every officLT present with the regiment was either 
killed or wounded, except Qunrter-master Jamea 
Grant, who when he saw so many of his friends fall in 
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" CoiisequeutI}' in the pitjuctsgnd the SEVl!;^Ty-FOXJBTH 1803 
" regiment, we suHtained the greatest part of our 
" loss. 

" Another bad consequence resulting from this 
" mistake, was the necessity of introducing the cavalry 
'• into the action at too early a period. I had ordered 
" it to watch the motions of the enemy's cavalry hanging 
" upon our right, and luckily it charged in time to save 
" the remains of the SevKNTiFOuaTH and the piquets." 

Also in a letter of 3rd of October : — 

" Our loss is great, but the action I believe was the 
" most aeverc that ever was fought in thi« country, and 
" I believe such a quantity of cannon and such advan- 
" tagea have seldom been gained, by any single victory, 
" in any part of the world,"

" The prosperous result of these advantages must be 
" accelerated by the auspicious progress of our arms In 
" other provinces of Endia, and it may reaaonably be 
" exijcctcd that the decisive victories gained at Delhi 
" and Assaye, on the 1 1 th and '23rd of September, will 
" speedily compel the enemy to restore peace to Hm» 
" doQstftn, and to the Dcccan. 

" The achievements of our commanders, officers, and 
" troops during' this campaign, and especially in the 
'* Bignal victories of Delhi, and of Assaye. must 
"^ insptro a general eontimcnt of just confidence in tha 
" vigor of our military resources, and in the stability of 
" our dominion and power. Our uniform eitccess in 
" irustrating every advantage of superior numbers, of 
"^ poweiful artillery, and even of obstinate rcsistancB 
" opposed by the enemy, constitutes a satisfactory proof 
*' of the established superiority of British diecipline, 
" experience, dud valor ; and dcmodstratca that the 
" glorious prog;rcBs of our arms is not the accidental 
" result of a temporary or transient advantage, but tlie 
" natural and certain eifect of a permanent cause. 

" From these reflections, consolation is to be derived 
"^ for the loss of those laincnted and honored officers and 
"■ soldiers, who. animated by the f^llant spirit of their 
" General, and emulating- the noble acamplo of hisisoal 
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" and courage, sacvitiL-ed their Uvcs to the honor and i803 
*' intci-ests oftliuir cnjuiitry. 

" TheGovcrnor-GKtieraliti Council ^catlyrcgrets the

The regiment haa received the Hoyal authority to 
bear on the regimental Colour and Appointments the 
" Elephant," with the word " Absaye" superscribed, in 
commemoration of the gallantry and good conduct dis- 
played by the corps in the battle fought at Assaye on 
the 23rd of September, 1803. 

After the battle of Assaye, the Seventt-fochth was 
struck off duty on account of ita severe hjsses, while 
Major-General Wellesley remained with his force in the 
same district of country ; but on the 25th of October he 
Tecomtnenced a seriea of active movements in pursuit 
of the Rajah of Berar. and on the 2'Jth of November, 
having been joined by the subsidiary force under 
Colonel Stevenson, he attacked and completely de-

featol the united arinics of Scindiah and the Bajah of 1803 
BeraV on the plains of Argaum. 

General Wellesley, in his dtjspatch to the Governor- 
General, dat»:>d Camp, Parterly, 30th November, 1803, 
stated, — 

" The troops had marched a great distance on a very 
" hot day, and I therefore did not think it proper to 
"pursue them (the enemy), but, shortly after our 
" arrival here, hodies of horse appeared in our front, 
" with which the Mysore cavalry skirmiiihcd during a 
*' part of the day, and when I went out to push for- 
" ward the piquets of the infantry to support the 
" Mysore cavalry, and to take up the ground of our 
*' cncampmeDt, I could perceive distinctly a long line 
*' of infantry, cavalry, and artillery* recfularly drawn 
*' up on the plains of Argaum, immediately in front of 
** that village, and about six miles from this place, at 
'* which I intended to encamp. 

" Although late in the day, I immediately determined 
*' to attack this army. Accordingly 1 marched on in 
" one column, the British cavalry leading in a direction 
"nearly parallel to that of the enemy's line; covering 
" the rear and left by the Mogul and Mysore cavalry. 
" The cncmy'B infantry and guns were in the left of 
" their centre, with a body of cavalry on their lefl. 
" Scindiah 'iS army, consisting of one very heavy body of 
" cavalry, was on the right, having upon ila right a body 
*' of Pindarries and other light ti-oops. Their lire ex- 
" tended above five miles, having in their rear the vll- 
" lagG and extensive gardena and enclosures of Argaum ; 
" and in their front a plain, which, however, was much 
" cut by water-courses, Sec. I formed the army in two 
" Hoes ; the infantry iu the first, the cavalry in the 
" second, and supporting- the right ; and the Mogul and 
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1803" MyBoPe cavalry tho loft, nearly paraltrf to that of 
'• the I'ncmy : with the rig^ht rather ailvanuoO, in order 
" to press. u[x>n the enemy's It-ft. Some time clap&cd 
*' bcTore tho lines could be formed, owing to a part of 
" the infantry of my division, which led the column, 
" haviti}; gx>t into some confusiun. 

" When formed, the whole advanced in the greatest 
" order, the Sevrntv-poubth and seventy-eighth regi- 
" mentsi were attaclied by a large body (supposed to 
" be Persians), and all those were destroyed. Seiodiah's 
^ cavalry charged the first battalion sixth regiment, 
" which was on the left of out line, and were repulsed ; 
*' and their whole line retired in disorder before our 
*' troo])H, leaving in our handa thirty-ei^ht pieces of 
<* cannon and all their ammunition. 

*' The British ravalry then pursued them for several 
" miles, destroyed great numlters, and tool< many elo- 
" pliants and cameU, and much baggage. 

" The troops conducted themselves with their usual 
'* bravery. The SKYKHTT-fopRTn and seventy-eighth 
*' rcf^iments had a partieularopportunity of distlnguish- 
" ing themselves, and have deserved and received my 
" thanks." 

Major- G-cneral Wcllcslcy said in another letter of 
2nd iJecemlier ; — " If we had had daylight one hour 
*' more, not a man would have escaped. 

" The troops were under arms, and I was on horse- 
" back from s.ix in the morning until twelve at night."

marched on, and arrived with both dii-isions at Ellich- 
poor on the 5th December, whence, after catalilishlng 
an hospital for the men wounded at Argaam. Imth 
divisions advanced to Gawilghnr on the Tth December. 
AllcT ft long series of laborious services, which were 
ehii-fly (icrfomied by Colonel Stevenson's divisiim, the 
hittcrie» opened on thc'I3th December, and thcbreach

" Camp, Deogaum, ITadridaj/, 16 Dec., 1803. 

" General Order, 

'• Major-Geoeral Wellealey has great satiafaction in

'* In the course of this short but active and laborious 
" siege, Major-Gcneral Wclleslcy has, with pleisurc, 
" observed in all a most anxious aod zealous desire to

" to rc]Hjrt ill a favourable manner, since I aildrcsstd 
"■ you. u]ion the subject after the battle of Assayc." 

After the t-onclusion of the poaco, the troo|»s under 1S04 
General Wollosley were gradually drtnvn off to the 
westward find Bouthwai'd, and bcinj^at Neenigaum on, 
the 2nd of February, 1801, the Sevkntv-pouhtii reg-i- 
mcnt was selected by Major-General Wellesley, with the 
first battalion eighth nntive iufantry, one hundred and 
fifty pioneers, and one hundred men From each l>attalion 
of native infantry, all the cavalry of the division, two 
nix-pounders, and two brass twclvc-poundcrs, to martih 
on the folloiving morninfj;, under his own command, in 
pursuit of bands of freebooters, who had infested tho 
Tlcighi)ou^hood^ but had retired u]^ion Periuda, the rc- 
Hiainder of the division being- left under the command 
of Licutenant'Culoncl Wallace at Necmgaum. Major 
Swintun of ihe Skvkntv-I'ouhtu commanded the in- 
fantry of the expedition. 

Major-General Wellesley said, in a letter to Lieut- 
General Stewart, dated. Camp at Munkaiseer, 7tli 
February-, 1S04 :^ 

" I left my eampon the 3rd, about thirty miles south- 
*' east from Ahmcdnuggur, and I arrived by forced 
" marrhcR at Sailgaoti, near Peiinda, on the Ith. I there 
" heard that the enemy were at this pWe. twenty-four 
" miles from me, and although I had marched twenty 
" miles that morniug. I determined to mjirch on in the 
" night. The road way very liad, and till one o'dock 
•* the night was very dark, and we made but little pro- 
" grcss. The consequence was, that we did not arrive 
" till nine inthemorningf instead of at daylight. Tho 
" encuiy hud rtTcived intcllig^eiuc of my approath ; 1 
" believe from my mvn camp. They had struck their 
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J804 " cainj} and hail lio;^un their march, but were BtiH in 
" sight. 1 purauud them with the cavalry, cut up 
" some, and took all Ihuir ^na, Itagg-agc, bazaar, &c.. 
" and followed thsm as Umg as they rcmainofl collected. 
" I had with me the cavalry, the SivVknty foukth 
" regniu'tit, thr first of thu eighth, and five hundred 
*• mon from other rt'gimcnts." 

Iti a General Order, dated " Monday the 6th of 
February, 180*1," this acrvicc is thun alludtnl tu : — 

" Major-General Welltsloy tKaiikw tliu troo]Hi for the 
*' pcrecverinjj; activity with which tlicy underwent the 
'" fatigues of the nini'chon the 4th and Tith instant. 'ITic 
" advance of the infantry under M&jot Swinton was 
*' VKry proiicfj and in this IteBt order. 

'' The detachment will halt to-motTow," 

In a letter of the 7th February, Major-Gcncral 
Wclleslcy luldcd :— 

" The exertion mswle by the trooi^n is the greatest 
** 1 ever witntwaed. Evwything wan over by twelve 
" o'cbck on the 3th. and 1 tliink that by that time the 
" infantry mtiNt have marched CO milca, from six in the 
" morninfT of the Ith. We halted fiorii twelve in the 
'' day till ten nt ni^'ht uii the 4th, bo that wc marched 
" sixty inilcH, iviLh infantry, in twenty hours.." 

On this ex|)cdition, this infantry arrived at the point 
of attack at thi; Bamu time with the cavalry ; it has often 
since been remarked by the Duke of Welling'ton as the 
gteateat march he ever made. 

Major-Heneral WeUealcy loft his anny near Pcrinda, 
on the S'lth of Fcbrnary, under tlie command of Lieut, - 
Colonel Wallarc; he returned to it in the end of May, 
but at Poonah, on the 21th of June, 1804, ho finally 
■■live up tlio cuinniand, teuvin|^ the Sevinty-i-'ouktii aa 
|)urt of the HubBLdiury forcu Hcrvin^ with the I'eehwuli, 
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iimlor Lit'uL-Coluiial WaUac-c. who had been promoted 1804 
from a majority in the Skvknty-fouhtu to the Lieii- 
tenant-Culonolcy of tho I'Jth Dragoons, at the rcpom- 
menda-tion of General Wellcslcy, in consequence of liia 
distinguished sorvicos at tho biittlu oT Atiunyo. and in 
succession to Lieut. -Colonel MaxwolL, who was kiilud 
in tlmt action. 

The following General Order was issued by Major- 
Gcncral the Hon. Arthur Wcllesloy ; —

*' General Wcllealey has always had tht; fullest relianeo 
" 111 every emergency of the sen'ice- He now rccom- 
" mends to them an adherence to the principles which 
•^ have brought thom with honour through so many 
" diiScultica, as the certain pledge of future hucccss. 

'* Major-Goneral Wulleslcy haa frequently reportL-d 
" the ^ood conduct of the trooji* to the Commander-in- 
'• Chief and the Govemor-Gcneral, and has recom- 
" mended them to the notice of their Ejicelleneics. He 
" will not fail to recommend individuals, who have had. 
" opjjurt unities of distinguishing themBelves, whenever 
" an Occasion may offer, and he assures allj that he shall 
" ever remember and reflect with satisfaction on their 
" Conduct and services, and that in every situation in 
" which he may be placed, hoahall be happy to forward 
" their views," 

In the month of August (a rupture with Holkar 
having been some time cwmnionwd,) Lieut.-Colonel 
Wallace and his division left Poonah, on march towards 
his country, and on theSth of October reached Chandore, 
afilrong hill fort in Canclcish, which surrendered on 
the rj:th ot October; they mardied again on the 17th, 
and on the 21st of October reached Gaulnah, another 
hill fort, which surrendered after two days' battering, 
Such waa the tcm[icr of the cor])fl, that when ujion this 
oecoHiun, for the last time in India, a rail was made 
iijHjn it for a forlorn ho]ie, the whole regiment turned 
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out at itncc. The plate was suTr<?ndcrc(l, but it was an |yo4. 
ugly and imperfect brcnch, and had it been Btormed, 
the party must have been drawn by lot. 

On the 3rd of November the division quittt3d. 
Gaulnah, leaving- a small garrison. 

On the Sth of May, 1805, the division was at 1&05 
Ahmedniiggur, left it on the 'Mth, taking a northern 
direction, and ariived at Palnd, forty miles beyond 
Aurungabad, on thq 10th of June, when Liout.-Colonel 
Wallace having received orders to send back to Ahmed- 
nuggur the troops belonging to the Madras Presidency, 
the SuvENTY-FouHTH marched accordingly with the 
first, fifths and seventh regiments of native cavalry, 
and six guns, under command of Lieut.-Coloncl 
Huddlestone, of the Company's service, and arrived at 
Ahmcdniiggur on the 24th of June, 

The regiment embarked at Bombay, and landed at 
Madras in July, 1805. 

The SEVENTY -FOURTH HIGHLANDERS having now 
served for sixteen years in the East Indies, during whinh 
they had been almost continually in the field, and acquired 
a character of unparalleled excellence for gallantry and 
good conduct, the small but gallant remnant of their 
many arduous campaigns was ordered to return to 
Europe. 

The following Order in Council was issued on the 
occasion by the Governor, Lord William Bentinck.

Although tlio history of the part borne by the 
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Skventt-fourtii lltcuLANDEats in the more cotispi- 1805 
cuous and g-ciicrally known o])eratioim of warfare^ from 
the period of thcit formation until they returned from 
India, as recordixl in tho Regimicntal Books, and 
other authentic official doruments, is^ now conniletcd ; 
it rcmaina to l>e noticed^ that those ^cater oi>prjitiona 
formed a portion only of the continual conilicts and 
arduoua services in which tho regitnont was eng^agcJj 
(either as a torps, or Iiy detachments,) of which no re- 
gular rword hiva been picstrved, liut which contributed 
to raise its character to tho exalted ^loaition it hold in 
tho ojiinion of the authorities, military and civil, of 
Uritfsh India, tcatificd by the pnlilic documents already 
inserted. Sumo detailB illustrative ot those services, 
and of the system of di&ciplino which was established 
in the regiment, have been communicated by Officera 
who served with it in India^ and afterwards throughout 
the Peninsular War. 

One of these officers (Captain CarfjiH*), stated, in a 
letter of the -i'Jnd of Dcwonibcr, 18311, to Lieut.- Colonel 
Mein, who then commanded the regiment, and whose 
personal knowledge of it oxtcndod over the same 
period ; — 

" The Seventy -FoLTRT" lives in my recollection under 
" two aspects, and during two distinct cpocha, Thcfirst is 
" the history and character of the regiment, from ita for- 
" mation to ita return as n skeleton from India ; and ihe 



• Cnptain Curpill entered the nnry as Ensign in ilie eighty foimli 
rofrimt-'iit on ilia 2Utul-' Miiy, 1^02, wns, on the 23r'!i St|)ti'iiili(;r,

" So far aa field service is eoncemcd, il has been tbe 
" gonJ fortuneof'thccorjJB to Mcrvc during Ijuth periods, 
" on tll<3 tnorc conspitUiOuS octasiiins, unJor thp griJat 
" Captain of the age; uniior him also, during the latter 
" penod, it rccoivcd the impress oftliBtchitracter which 
"allachcBto most regimentu that were placed in the 
" same circumstances, which arose from the regulations 
" introduced by His Royal MighnL'ss the Duke of York, 
" and the practical aindication uP them by a master 
" mind in the gmat school of the Peninsular War. Uui- 
" formity was thuH given; and the Skventv-fourth, 
" like every other corps which hais had the same train- 
*' ing, must acknowledge the hand undci" which its 
" present character was mainly impressed, Gut it was 
" not Bo with the Seven tv-foukth in India, At that 
" time every regiment had its distinctive character and 
" Bystem broadly marked, and which wfis generally 
" itmnd to have arisen from the materials of which it

" officer by whom it had been embodied and trained. 
" The SEVENTY-FouRru in these reBpects had been 
" fortunate^ and the tone and discipline introduced by

'^ It was an cetabliahctl principle in the oldSEVENxy-

*' was regarded by the latter, as a matter in which liis 
" honor Was implicated. The duly of the officer of the 
" dny was most rigidly attended to ; the officer on duty 
" rcmaining^ ii] fuU unifuroi, and without parting with 
'' his sword even in the hottest weather, and under all 
" circiimytances, and frequently poing the rounds of 
" the cantonments durint^ tVie night. An exchange of 
" duty wan almost never heard of, and the aamu syetem 
" wascarried into every duty and department, with tho 
*■ most advantageous effect upon the spirit and habits 
" of the men. 

" Intemperance was an evil habit fostered by climate 
" and the great facility of indulgence ; but it was a 
" point of honor among the men, never to indulge when 
■" near an enemy, and 1 often heard it observed, that 
" tills i^le was nyvcr known to be brolien, even under 
■" the protracted operations of a aiegc. On such occasions 
*' ihe officers had no trouble with it, the principle being 
" UY>heId by the men thcmsL'^lvcs, 

" On one occasion, while the SiEv&NTV-FOUKTH was in 
" garrison at Madras, and had rcnicived arouto to march 
'* u]> the country, there was a mutiny among the Com- 
" pany's artillery at the Mount. The evening bcibre 
*' the regiment set out it was reported that they had 
"some kind of leaning towards the mutineers; the 
" whole corps felt most indignant at the ralumny, but 
*' no notice was taken of it by the cummanding olHcer, 
" In the morningj however, he marched early, and made

J805 " diHTt for the Mount, where he unrurUf] the rolmirs, 
" and mnrtthcd through the cantiinincnts with fitted 
" IjaygnclB. By h farrod march he rvachwl his proper 
" d(»tinaticin tn-fow midnig-ht, and bofoTc disniissing 
" the men, he rt-ud them a short but pithy despatch, 
" which he si^nt oH* to the Government, Ktating- the in- 
" dignatton of every man of the corps at the libellous 
" rumour, and that he had taken the liberty of gratify- 
" in^ hi« men, by showing to the mutineers those- <^olours 
" which were fVCT faithfully devoted to the servirc of 
" the GoTtrmment. Thccircumfrtanochad also a happy 
" [effect upon the mutineers who had heard the report, 
" hut the fitem aspect of the Ttf^iment dis|x?l!yj the 
" illusion, and they submitted to their officers." 

Tho losses Bqstainod by the regiment in oIKccrs and 
men, on many ot'tasions, of which no aceount has Ijcen 
kept, were very great, ]>articu5arly during the last six 
years of its Indian service. 

That pp,llant veteran Quarter-ma,steT Grant, who had 
been in the regiment from the time U was TaiJ^ed, fought 
at Asaayc, and returned with it to England, used 
to say that he had seen nearly three diST'ercnt seta of 
ofRccTB during the period, the greater part of whom had 
fallen in T*:ittle or dieJ of wounds, the regiment 
having been always very liealtliy.* 

The memory of many individual arts ol gallantry 
performed by officers and men haa been lost, and before 
the SKVi:NTT-pouRTir left India, nearly all of the men 
who ^'cre fit for Bervlce, availed themselves of the pri- 
vilege of volunteering for other regiments, to remain in 
a country to which they had become attached. One of 
these excellent Boltliers, of the Grenadier Company, in

The rtrgpmcnt cmlairked (a mere skclelon as to effec- 
tive men,) at Matlraa on the 8th of September, 1805^ and 
landed al Portsmouth on the 16th of February, 18Q6. i806 

Lieut. -Colonel Sarnucl Swinton returned to England 
in Command of the rcg^imcnt. He had been first appointed 
to it, as Lieiitcnnnt and Adjutant, on the 2Jth of De- 
cember, 17S7, and remained with it thiouj^huut its 
Indian service. He was promoted to a Majority on the 
17th of May, 1800. As a Major he commanded the 
regiment dui-ing the campaigna of ISOI^ and 1804, 
^both tlie Lieut,-Colonela» Shaw and Campbell, lieinfj; 
absent, and the other rcffimcntal Major, LieuE.-roloncl 
Wallace, being in command of a brigade ) He was 
severely wounded at Assaye. He had been promoted to 
the seventy -fifth repfimcnt on the 13th of May, 1805, 
bctmc his return to England. 

'llio i-egiment has received the Royal authority 
to bear on its colours and appointments, the words 
" SEaiNDAPVTAM''and" AasAVB," incoinnicnioration of 
its distinguished servirca attbc^raptureof Seringapatam 
on the 4th of May, 1 7^)9, and at the battle of Aseayc, on 
the 23rd of Septcmbcv, 1803; and also to bear a third 
colour for Assaye, conferred by the order of the Govenior- 
Genci-al of India, as already mentioned^ and presented to 
the regiment by the East India Company. In consc- 
(jucncc, however, of the inconvenience caused by taliin^f a 
third oH'Ccr from his duty to carry this colourj it has been 
eince ordered by the Commander-in-Chief to be discon- 
tinued in the field, and to be carried only " at reviews, 
inspeclions, and on ^ala days."* 

• Tlii'*i' oiilers witc enntainei! iii a k'lli^r ad^lrcs^i-cE to the Litiiil -

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on the Ist March, and landing at Droghcda on the 18^*9 
following day, prococdyd to Nuwrj. 

In the beginning of May, 1S09, a notification was 
received from the Adjutant- General that the High- 
land dre«9 of the regiment wae to be discoutinued in 
the following year, and that it was aftcnvards to be 
clothed and appointed as English regiments of the 
line ; it however retained the designation of a H ighland 
regiment until the year 1816. 

Lieut. -Colonel Malcolm McPherson had Bucceedcd 
Lieut.-Coloncl Swinton in command of the regiment on 
its return from India ; and on the 2 1st September, 1809, 
l.icut.-Culonol the Honourable Robert Lo Poor Trench 
was appointed Licut.-Colonel, from Inspecting Field 
Officer in Canada, by exchange with Lieut-Colonel 
MfPherson. 

On the 19th December the regiment received a route 
for Femioy, in order to embark for the Peninsula; it 
commenced its march from Newry in five divifiions on 
the 2l8t December, 1809, and arrived at Fermoy on 
the Uth January, 1810 ; marched for Cork on the 18th, 1810 
embarked in four transports for the Peninsula, at 
Monlcstown, on the IDth, and sailed from Cove on the 
2Uh January.* 

The transports, entered the Tagus on the 5th Feb- 
ruary, the regiment was disembarked on the HHh, 
and stationed in the convent of San Benito, making 
arrangementa for the campaign. 

Major-General Picton, who about this time landed at 
Lisbon on his way to the army, inspected the regiment 
on the 20th February* and expressed himself much 
pleased with its appearance. On the 27th, the regiment

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1810 commenced lU marrh from Lislx»n to join the alli^^l 
army under Lord WcUingtotij of which the head 
quarters were thcrn at VLeeUf proceeding by Santarem, 
Villa Franca, Alrotmtra, Kio Mayor and Carvalhoe to 
Leiria, where it was lialtcd, on account of cxccssircly 
heavy rains, from the -Ith until the 10th of March, and 
thencii marching by Pombal, Condeiia, Coimbra, Mcal- 
hada^ Martigao and Tondclla, reached Viseu On the 
lethofMaich. 

Whilo halted at Viacu, Colonel Trench took an 
opportunity of communicating to the regiment a com- 
pliment paid to its character by the Bame illustrious 
Comniander under whom it had scn'cd in the East, who 
had on the previous day inquired the number of men 
remaining with the corpfl who had fought at Aseayc ; 
and had told the Coloncl^that " if the Seventy -fodrth 
" would behave in that country as they had done in India, 
" he ought to be proud to comnjand sucli a reg^iinent." 
The regiment having been detailed to the third 
(Major-GcQcral Piclon's) division, which was then 
stationed at i'inhel, marched from Viscu on the 20th, 
and reached Pinhel on the 3 1st of March. 
The 3rd Division was thus composed: — 

1st Brigade;, called .Major-Gcncral Picton'a. but 
commanded by Colonel Henry McKinnon, con- 
sisted of the fir&t battalion 45th, the Sbventv- 
FouuTH, the SSth, and three companies fifth 
battalion 00th rcgimenta. 
2nd Brigade, Major-General Lightbumca, 5lh. 
second battalioo. 5Sth,ai:id second battalion B3rd 
regiments. 
The Sevkntv-coohth remained until the end of 
the war in the same divisinn. brarin^ a dT^tinijiiishrd 
part in all the Bervieen, which earned its Wk'll known 
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a|)iwllalion oF the Fighting Diviaion. Thcso tiervicos, l&(0 
and the grL-at military o]^M}rations for the emanci- 
pation of the Peninsula, in Iho couisc of which they 
were performed, afc recorded in the general history 
oF the war; and can never be forgotten until the 
fame of Wellington and the glyries of the Pritish 
arms shall have alike passed into oblivion. In the 
aiiiiala of any one regimcat, however distinguished, 
these [Treat oyx^rations can be noticed only to such an 
extent as may be iudispcnsabLy ncccBsary to indicate 
the precise occasions which called for ita Bcrvicos. 

At the commencement of 1810, the French, although 
driven from Portugal by the British victories of the pre- 
vious year, had bevn largely reinforced, aud had overrun 
and reduced to subjection nearly the whole of Spain, with 
a force of not loss than 370,000 men and 80,000 horses. 
A [art of tliia immense host, called the Army of Por- 
tugal, conuiuting of their 2nd, 6th and 8th cordis, and 
numbering 87,000 men, was about to advance under 
one of Napolcon'a most skilful Gcncrab (Marshal 
Masscna) with the confident and jiroud boaet that they 
would drive the English into the sea. Lord Wellington 
had to oppose thom only about i;3,000 British troops^ 
orgaiused in five divisions of infantry and one of cavalry, 
hut he had been appointed Marshal General of the 
Purlugucisc armies, which had been disciplined under 
British officers, and were in a fit state to give efficient 
aid in the defence of their counlrj', 

The allied tbrcea were cantoned along the north-east- 
ern frontier of Portugal, the light division being in 
advance lictween the rivers Coa and Agueda, watching 
the French niovcmcntit, and the 3rd division in support 
of it at Pinhcl. 

'I'hu enemy commeneed activr operations by laying 
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!8I0Biog^ to tho^fortrtMs of CiudadRudrij^oin the beginning 
of June, but nothing to afl4?<!t the 3rtl division ocfurrttl 
during the siege, oxccpt that on the I9th of Jiinc the 
1st brigade was sent to the hanks of the Coa, and 
bivouaclted there for ten days. The fortress surrenderee! 
on the I Ith of Julj", and after thq gallant buthazardouB 
camltat between the light division and the French ad- 
vance on the 24th of July, thpy passed the Coa in over- 
whelming numbers, and the retn)grad.c movement, and 
concentration of the allies behind the Mondcgo river, 
immediately comtnpnced. 

The Seventv-fouhth, witli the rest of the 3rd di- 
vision, was drawn back to Linhares on the night of the 
25th of July, iind remained there until the I'Jth of 
August, ou which day, the French being occupied with 
the Bicgc of Almeida, it was advanced to Villa Franca ; 
but Almeida having aurrcndei-cd on the '27th, the 
allies were again withdrawn !o their former ijositions. 
The French line of invasion was not finally indicated 
until the middle of St-'ptcmber, when they commenced 
their advance into Portugal along the right bank of the 
Mondego. 

Lord lA'eUington, notwithstanding their vastly supe- 
rior numbers, determined to give them battle in the 
position of Busaco, a lofty and rugged sicrm or moun- 
tain ridge, extending about eight miles in a northerly 
direction from the Mondego and crossing their line of 
march. The 3rd division, onthe'ilst of September, 
passed over the Mondego to Pena Cova, moved on the 
2'2nd to a bivouac near Contiea at the foot of the 
sierra, and ascended in the afternoon of tho 25th to the 
station it was to occupy in the approaching battle. 
On the *JOth all tho divisinas of the allied army were 
asst-mbled in their ivspei-'tive jwsitionH ; the 2nd 
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(Lord Hill's) division on the extreme right guarding ISIO 
the declivities towards the Mondcgo ; next to it the 
5th (General Leith's) division; then the 3rd divieioni 
leaving' the 1st (Gcncml Spencer^a) division on its left, 
occupying the highest part of the ridge ; then tho light 
(General Craufurd's) division at the convent of Busaco ; 
and the 4th (General Cole'ii) division on the extreme 
Icfl,. In fi'ont, within cannon shot and in full view of 
the AlHt'd jMtaitionj was assembled Marshal Massena's 
?^vmy^ 70,000 strong, occupying the opposite range of 
mountains; the day passed over peaceably, but during 
the evening and night sniall parties of skirmiahora, 
jKissing up the dark ravines, attempted to establish thctn- 
sclves close to the British line, and kept all upon the alert. 

The position of Busaco, although formidable from the 
steepness and ragged character of its face, was too ex- 
tensive to be completely occupied by the 25,000 British, 
and the same numbcrof Portuguese troops, whiich formed 
the allied army, and there was an interval of about two 
miles iK'tween the left of the fifth and the right of the 
third division, which occupied the lowest and most ac- 
cessible part of the position. The right brigade was thus 
distributed: the SEVENTY-fODRTH across the road leading 
from St. Antonio dc Cantara to Coimbra, having two 
Portugnicsc guns on its right, and stjll further to the right 
the ninth and twenty -firat Portuguese regiments. On the 
left of the Skvknty-foorth was the eighth Portuguese, 
and bpyond them the eighty-eighth and forty-fifth regi- 
ments, occupying the crest of a hill considerably to the 
left. 

Shortly before daybreak on the 27th of September^ 
the French formed live columns of attack, three of their 
(ith cor])s, under Marshal Ney, agaiiiMt tlie Ictl of the 
British position, occupied by the light division, and two 
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ISIO of their 2ad enrpi, midCT Gmend Bcpucr. >giiil Ae 
tlnid diimm. 

The ulvance of tfaew two Urt ■iticiiH ealnmBB 
wati i>recodod by a cannonade fivra foDrteen fneees of 

ArtUleiy, wbich catwfd some ca«tialtie« in tbe raaks of the 
regiment. Captain I^oglands, of the SBTESTT-pofBTH, 
had a narrow (wrape ; he was knocks doim 1^ m nine- 
poundcr ahnt, which passed Uunugfa his rap,, and was 
Ba|i]XMC(l to be killed, but he rose again uninjured, and 
wan congTatnlatcd by Major-Gencral Picton on hia good 
furtunc. It being reiy trying to the yoang^ aoldien, of 
whom the ^EVKNTY-FOUkTH rcgitoent wa« cjueflj com- 
poHccI, to be kept Htanding iDartive when now tmder fire 
for the firttttimc, Colonel Trench sfaortlj addressed tbem, 
raiting npon them to remember Assaye, and to imitate the 
fiirmiT diNtiiiguiuhcd conduct of the Teg;iment in India. 

B(rfh columns of the enemy ad\"anccd to the attack 
of iKc Allitd iwwitian, with the usual impetuoua msh of 
Frpnch tr(K>pR, and preccdwl by a cloud of skirmishers. 
Of iUvhc cctlumnii the one to the left was, on reaching the 
Ui\i of the ridgCf occupied by the eig^hty-cighth and 
forty-fifth rcgimchts, attacked and driven ba^k by them 
after a ncverc and gallant contest. Mcanwbiliet the 
other toliimn advanced upon thi.^ St;vENTT-FoiTRTn, by 
the road from St Antonio do Cantara ; the two right 
companicM of the regiment were immediately detached, 
with the Rifle companies belonging to the brigade, and 
drove btu:k the enemy's skirmiBhera with great vigour, 
nearly to the foot of the Sierra/

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The first advance of the French column was repulsed 1*^10 
by the vIvug and steady iiru yf llie rc^imwnt, aided liy 
the ninth and twenty-firat Portuguese, before it reached 
the top of the ridge; but the attack was renewed with 
greater numbers to force the road guarded by the 
Seventy-1-oukth ; and the eighth Purtugueac on its 
leftj being thrown into confuijion, the SEvEKTV-iFOCaTH 
regiment wa^ placed in a most critical situation, with its 
left ilank exposed to the overwhelming force of the 
enemy. Fortunately, General Leith had observed the 
danger, and detached two regiments (the Mi and 38th) of 
the fifth division, which passing from the right, alonj; the 
rear of the SiivENTy-FOUjiTti, in doidile quitk time, the 
leading regiment (the 9lh) met the head of the French 
columi], just as it crowned the ridge, in the &}mce vacated 
by thi: Purtii|;Licao, and drove them witK irresistible 
force from the crest of the position down the precipice. 
The Seventv-foukt!! then advanced with the ninth, 
and kept up a Hre upon the enemy a^ long' a^ they 
could be reached. This attack, uji^on which the enemy 
had chiefly relied, having been thus rcpulsjed, as wcU 
an those made by them upon the loft of the allied 
position, the fate of the day was finally deeidcd, and 
they desisted from further efforts, after sustaining n 
loss of above 50U0 men kilted and woundt-'d.* 

Major -General Picton, comnianding the division,

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1810 gave the following acc^ount of the first attark upon the 
jKiBition dcfcnilod by tlm Sevknty-fouhth, in a letter 
written im mediately after the battle : — 

*' A sharp fire of mubketry was hisard on the left a 

" short timo before Jaylight, and immediately aftcr- 
" wards, fourtet-n piccee of cannon i'roni an opposite 
" height oijcnod upon the pass, and a large column 
" attempted to force it in mass ; but so constant and 
" destructive a fire was kept up by the light corjK of 
" the division on their flank, and by the Seventv- 
" FOURTH and a Portugueee battalion on their front, that 
" although they long- persisted with great gallantry and 
'* perseverance, they never were able to gain an intih of 
'* ground, and were ultimately obliged to abandon the 
•' attempt in great confusion. 

" ConvincLid that the enemy would ma)te no impres- 
" Bion upon the pass of St. Antonio^ from which Ihey 
" were completely repulsed, I galloped towards the 
" left, &c,, Sic, &c." 

Tho SKVENTV-rouRTir regiment, although so hotly and 
decisively engaged at the most important ]>oint of the 
position, did not sustain any great lose, the enemy 
having been chiefly repulBcd by its 6re before they 
could come to close quarters. 

The casualties in the regiment were: — One officer, 
En&ign Williama, and seven rank and fde, killed. One 
officer, Lieut. Cargill, and cighteeo rank and file, 
wounded." The Sevknty-fouhtij regiment hasTeceived 
the Royal authority te bear the word " Busaco" on the 
Regimental colour and appointments, in commemoration 
of its services in the battle. 

On the following day there was aome Bkirmishing at

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difTcrent points uf the line, but the French, taught by 1810 
txperience to appreciate the strength of the |>osition 
and the valour of its dcFunders, did not renew the 
agsault, Towardis evening their columns were seen in 
movement to their ri^Ut, and their whole army was 
yhortly on the march to turn the British left flank. 

Tho allies then commenced their retreat, and before 
daybreak on the '29th, tho position of Bnsaco was evacu- 
ated, the divisions moving- on their previously arranged 
linos of retreat towards the lines of Turrcs Vedras. 

The SiiVENTY-KouRTii Tcgimcnt marched on the 29th 
of September to Coimbra, on the 30th crossed the 
Mondc^o to Condcixa, and on the following days con- 
tinued ita march by Pombal, Leiria, Akoba(;a, Caldas. 
and Obidos, and the pass of Holcia, to Torres Vedras, 
whero it arrived on the 8th of October, and was cantoned 
within the etupcndous lino of entrenchments and for- 
tifications, which had, by I ord Wellington's orders, 
been eonstructedt with admirablu skill and immense 
labour, for the defence of Liabon. The French general, 
who had followed the retreat through a wasted and 
deserted eountry, with the confident expectation that 
he was driving the British to their ships, found Kia 
ress arrested on the 10th of October by this barrier, 
which he soon perceived to he imiiregnable, and which 
extended twenty-nine miles from the Tagus to the sea. 
The regiment remained cantoned at Torres Vedras until 
the middle of December. Within the lines, suppliea 
were abundant, and with the exception of some employ- 
ment in strengthening the defenaivo worka, amuse- 
ments, exorcises and field-sports of every attatnabiu kind 
were the occupation of all ranks, who engaged in them 
as if no hostile interruption was to be apprehended. 

The allied army was at this time augmented by 
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IBIO RcUUtiotial regiments from England, and a sixth diTJ- 
Bion (if infantry added to it,* 

Meanwhik' the French had remained liivouackpd in 
front of the linea, althoHgh exposed to terrilile jiriva- 
tions and htirdshiiw, until the I4tli of Novemher, when 
they withdrew to a formidable position at .Santarcm ; a 
movement in advance from the lines was consequently 
made by the greater part of the allied army. The 
third division remained, however, etationary until the 
IHth of Dccemher, when the Seventy-fourth marched 
from Torres Vedi-aa to Aldea Gallego, and thence on 
the following day to the village of Togurro, where the 
regiment was eanUiined until the beginning; of March, 
I&Il iHlL Ouring thisjicriod much discomfort and hardship 
was endured from the continued heavy rains, the scanty 
supply of proviBioiis, miserably bad cantonments, and 
thcAvant of any occupation or amusement, except the 
game of foot-ball, for either officcre or men. 

The French having determined to withdraiv from 
Portugid, broke up from their position at Santarem on 
the night of the -^th of March, and retreated towards 
the Mondego. On the 6th, the allies followed in pur- 
Buit, and came up with them at Pombal on the 1 1 th, but 
after some skirmishing, they retired from their pOBition 
during the night. On the I2thof March, the pursuit 
was continued, and after an advance of about eight 
miles, a. rear guard, consisting of a division under 
Marshal Ney, was found ]>08ted in front of thei village 
of Redinlm^ ita flanks being protected by wooded 
heights. The light division was sent to attack the 
heights on the right of the enemy, and the third divi- 
eiun those on his Icfl, whiuh they did in skirmishing

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or<lcr, while the romaindor of tho allied army, thirty I81I 
thousand strong, moved in two majestic lines across the 
plain. Ailer a sharp skirmish, in which the SEVGnrr- 
FOORTH had one private killed, and one officer, Lieut. 
Crabbe, and six rank and file wounded,* the enemy 
retired across the Redinha river. On the 13th of 
March at Condcixa, and on ihe 14th at Caaal Novo^ 
the third^iviaion was cmptoyed on the right of tho 
allied advance, turning' the left of tho French positions. 
The enemy having retreated across tho Ceita river, 
leavinfj a rear giiard of twelve hattalions, under Marshal 
Ney, posted at Foz tTAronce, this body was attacked on 
the afternoon of the ISth of March, by the third and 
li{j;ht divisions, and their left and centre were dis^x.Tscd 
with great loss, and driven over tho Ccira by a charge 
of the third division. 

Captain Thomson and eleven ranlt and file of tho 
SEVBNTY-FOUHrn Were wounded in this afiair. 

Great privations were endured by the whole of the 
ttird division, which was constantly in advance on 
the right of the army during these operations ; tho 
supplies of provisions intended for them having been 
ai»pTopriated l>y some of tho troo(i6 in the rear. Thia 
ivsint of provieiona caused a daj'n halt of the whole army 
on the Ceira. Tho French continued to retreat up the 
left of the Mondego, and the third division to move 
along the mountains parallel with that river, and pres- 
sing upon their flank, but the SEVENTy-Founrij had no 
opportunity of perfonning any particularly distinguished 
service during those movements. 

At Sabugal on the Coa, on the 3rd of April, the third, 
fifth, and light diviaiona attacked the second corps of

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181 J the French, posted there under General Regnier, and 
drove them from their ]x>¥ition with (^reat loss ; the 
light diTision had, however, the chief flh&rc in this ex- 
ploit. The French retreated from Ciudad Rodri^o, 
and on the 5th crossed the frontier of Portugal, having 
lost almost thirty thousand men during their unsucoess- 
ful invasion. The Sevkntv -fourth regiment was now 
advanced to \ave d'Aver, where it remained cantoned 
during the investment of Almeida by the allied army. 
Marshal Massena, having obtained reinforcements from 
the other French corj», advanced from Ciudad Hodrigo 
on the 2nd of May for the relief of Almeida. On this 
day, the Seventy-fourth advanct«l from Nave d'Aver, 
and hivouacked in rear of the village of Fuentes d' Onor, 
on the right of the jKwiition occupied by the allied army, 
which extended for alboiit fivo miles along the !Doa 
Casas river, and in which I^rd Wellington determined 
to receive the attack of the enemy, although they out- 
numbered hlBforeoby more than one-third. The village 
of I'ucntcs is situated on low ground, at the bottom of a 
ravine, with an old chapel and some buildings on a craggy 
eminence at its nearer end. On the morning of the 3rd 
of May, the first and third divisions were concentrated 
on a gentle rise, a cannon shot in it» rear. 

The village was occupied by the light companies 
and detachments of the first, third, and fifth divi- 
sions, and by the second battalion eighty-third regi- 
ment; these, when hard pressed by the enemy, were 
reinforced by the twenty- fourth, seventy-first, and se- 
venty-ninth regiments, which sucoeeded in driving back 
the French after a combat which laj^ted till night. The 
following day passed in mancruvrcs and occasional 
skirmishing, but on the 5th of May, shortly after day- 
break, while various movements and changes of position 
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were goitig oil, and a sharp contest niaiiitaitied in other ISlt 
parts of the fields the French renewed their attack with 
increased force upon the village of Fuentt-s, which con- 
tinued to bo occupied by the twenty -fourth, seventy- 
first, and sfventj-ninth regiments, together with the 
light companies of the third division, and the piquets 
under Lieut, -Colonel Trench, of the Skvgnty-fouhth. 
After a hard fight for the possession of the village, whidi 
lasted, with many changes of fortune, until about ten 
o'clock, the defenders, hardly preBsed, were nearly driven 
out of it Iiy the vastly superior numbers of the enemy, 
and the Si.;venty-foiirth, under Major Mannera, were 
ordered up to their assistance. 

The lefl, wing alone was at first ordered to advancQ 
in double quick time. On approaching the village, it 
was directed to take ground to its right, and iu doing- 
BO, after passing by the left: of the seventy-ninth regi- 
ment, it narrowly escaped being cut off hy a heavy 
column of the cncmy^ which wasconc-ealedinalane, and 
was observed only in time to check the advance and 
to allow the wing to take cover behind some walls, where 
it maintained itself until about noon ; when the right 
wing joined the left, and with the forty-fifth, seventy- 
first, seventy-ninth, and eighty-eighth regiments, under 
the command of Colonel McKinnon, charged through 
and drove the enemy from the village, which they never 
afterwards recovered, although the whole of their sixth, 
corps was engaged in the attempt; firing was, however, 
kept up until sunset. No sooner had the bugles 
sounded to cease firing, than the men on both sides, 
exhausted by their ei^ertions during this protracted 
struggle and by the heat of the day, crowded amicably 
for water to the Dos Casas river, and the enemy were 
allowed to carry off their wounded, Tlic troope in the 
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l8tl rilla^ beiai; then rclurred br the light diridon^ the 
rcj^imrtt wtm vi^dravn to it* former pwitioD. 

The cMamltm in the SBTEXTr-FOOBTH on this day 
were ; — killed, one officer. Ensi^ Johnston, one Ser- 
jeant, and four rank and file ; wounded, three officers. 
Captains Shawe, McQueen, and Adjutant ^\liite, and 
vucty-fbur rank and file.* 

The SRVBKTT-rouBTH regiment has received the 
Royal authority to bear on the Hegimental colour and 
appointments the words "Fukntes d' Okoh^" in com- 
memoration of its services in this battle. 

On the three following days the Tegtment remained 
stationarj', and large working parties were employed in 
throwing lip entrenchments to protect the right of the 
position behind the village of Fucntes, but the French 
did not renew the attack, and having failed in their 
attempt to relieve Almeida, fp-crossed the Agueda on 
the 10th of May. Marshal Marmont then superseded 
Masscna in his command of the army of PortugaL 

The regiment was moved back to its former canton^ 
ments at Nave d' Aver, but marched from thence with 
the rest of the third and the seventh divisions on the 
14th for Badajoz, and crossing the Tagua by boats to 
Niza on the 20th, reot-hed Campo Mayor on thc23cdof 
May. It advanced from thence and crossed the Gua- 
diana, above Badajoz, on the l28th. 1 he second Bnti&h 
siege of that fortress then commenced, with the attack 
of the castle by the third, and of San Christoval by the 
seventh division on thoSQth May, The batteries opened 
on the 3rd June, The assaults of San Christoval by 
the seventh division on the 6th and 9lh having failed, 
the Bicge was abandoned, and turned into a blockade

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on the 13th June ; but the French army of Portugal, JSU 
under Marshal Marmont, having now leffccted a junction 
with that of the south, under Marshal Soultj they 
advanced together to relieve Badajoz, and th*" Allied 
troops were withdrawn to Campo Mayor. On the 17th, 
the other divisions of the allies having arrived from the 
north, the whole anriy waa placed upon the Caya nver, 
and a great battle was cjqiected ; but the enemy having- 
withdrawn, Marshal Soult to the south, and Marshal 
Marmont to the I'alley of the Tagus, the Allies com- 
menced their return northward in the middle of July. 

The Srtentt-pdurth regiment marched on the 18th 
July, reached Atherffaria on the 9th August, and waa 
there cantoned unlil the middle of September; during' 
this period the allied array blockaded Ciudad Rodrigo. 
The regiment was, on the 17th ScptemTver, advanced to 
El Bodon on the Agueda^ and on the 22nd to PastOTcs, 
within three miles of Ciudad Rodrigo, forming, with 
the three companies of the SOth, the advanced g-uard 
of the third division, which occupied the central position 
of the allied army, the light division being on its right 
beyond the Agueda. 

On the SSrd the French, under Marshal Marmont, 
advanced to Ciudad Rodrlgo on the north-east side, and 
on the following day introduced a convoy. 

On the 'iSth they advanced thirty squadrons of cavalry, 
fourteen battalions of infantry, and twelve guna, under 
General Montbrun, from Ciudad Rodrigo, direct ujwn 
the main body of the third division at El Bodon, and 
caused it to retire, surrounded and continually thro ntcned 
by overwhelming numbers of cavalry, over a plain for 
ais miles, to Guinaldo, 

The SevkktT'FouhtHj and the companies of the six- 
tieth, under Lieut.-Coloncl Trench, at PaatoreB, were 
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dc Fonte, where tlie whole of Major-General McKin- ISU 
non'sbi-igado was, after the beginning of Becemlmr, 
employed in making fascines and gabions for the pro- 
jected siege of Ciuclad Rodnf/o. Every preparatiqn for 
the siege having been made with the utmost poasilile 
aecrecy, the third division marched on the 4th January, 
1812, and crossing tho Agueda by the bridge of Villor, 1812 
reached Robledo the same nig^ht. This was an exceed- 
ingly long and severe marth^ lasting from six o'clock in 
the morning until eleven at night, and the intense cold, 
heavy tain, and dreadfully bod roads, caused many 
men of all thercg-iraonts to be left behind^ some of whom 
perished; but the SeventV'Fourth, animated by the 
prospect of immediate service, were able to muster every 
man present on the following dity. 

On the 7th, the third division was cantoned in the 
village of Zamorraj about five miles from Ciudad 
Rodrigo, where it remained during the siege. Thero 
being no camp equipage or cover of any kind for the 
troops nearer than the villages in which they were can- 
toned, at distances varying from five to eight miles 
from Rodrigo, one of the divisions employed (the first, 
third, fourth, and light) marched from itacaDtoDmcnts, 
earrying^ cooked provisions, and reUevcd the preceding 
division at noon each day, remaining on the ground and 
furnishing all the guards of the trenches and working 
parties for twenty-four hours. The distanccB the men had 
to march, together with theextremccoldof the weather, 
which prevented their taking any rest during their tour 
of twenty-four hours' duty, rendered the work of the 
siege most laborious and trying. On the Sth. January, 
in the evening, the light division stormed the redoubt 
Rcimufl on the hill called the Upper Teson^ and opcnL'd 
the trenches. The third division had the duty of the 
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1812 trenches on the 1 1th and 15th, and again on the 19th of 
.January, when two breaches having Lccn reported prac- 
ticable, although the couuteracBirp was still cntirej the 
assault was ordered to take place at seven o'clocli in the 
eATuing', by the third and light divisions. The assault 
of the great breach was confided to Major-Gcneral 
McKinaon'a brigade, preceded by a storming party of 
five hundred men under Major Manners, of the Seventy- 
FOUBTFr, with a forlorn hope under Lieut. Mackie, of the 
eighty-eighth regiment. There were two columns of 
the fifth and ninety-fourth regiments ordered to attack 
and clear the ditch and Jausse-hraie on the right of 
the breach, the light division to storm the small breach 
on the left, and a false attack on the opposite side of 
the town to be made by Major-General Pack's Portu- 
guese brigade. 

Immediately after dark, Major-General Pietoo formed 
the third division in the first jiarallel and ap-proaches, and 
lined the parapet of the second parallel with the eighty- 
third regiment, to cover the attack by its fire. At tha 
appointed hour the attack commenced, and immediately 
a heavy discharge of musketry waa opened from tho 
trenches, under cover of which one hundred and fifty 
sappers, directed by two engineer officers^ and Captain 
Thomson* of the Seventy-fourth, advanced from the 
second parallel to the crest of the glacis, carrying bags 
filled with hay, which they threw down the counterscarp 
into the ditch, and thus reduced its height from thirteen 
and a-half to eight feet ; they then fixed the ladders, 
and the brigade, in conjunction with the fifth and 
ninety-fourth regiments, which arrived at the same 
moment along the ditch from the right, immediately 
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pushed up tho breach, and after a short Btnigi^lo with 1S12 
the ba^'onvt gained tlie suinmitj l>ut the enemy had 
Btrongly retrenched it, and maintained a hot fire of 
mueketry uiion thorn from traverses on cither side ; the 
top of the breach was also raked wilh grape, from two 
guns ilaidiing it at the dietunco of a lew yards. The 
content waa short but ecvcro ; ofRccrs and men fell iu 
heaps, killed and wounded, and many were thrown down 
the scarp into tlie main ditch, a depth of thirty feet ; 
but by duBpcrali! eflbrts directed along the parapet on 
hutli llnnka, the asHailants succeeded in turning the le- 
tronchments. The garrison then abandoned the Tam- 
part, having firBt exploded a mine in the ditch of the 
rctrenchmimt, by which Major-General McKinnon and 
many of the bravest and most forward perished in tho 
moment of victory. General Vandeluur'e brigade of the 
light division had advanced at the Hame time to the 
attack of the lesser breach on the left, which, Loing with- 
out interior defence, w&fi less obBtinatoly disputed, and 
tliu fortress was won. 

iiord Wellington, in hia despatch, dated ^Uth January, 
thus spoiika of the third division : — - 

" The conduct of all parts of the third division, in 
"^ tho operations which they performed with so much 
" giiUantry and exactness on the evening of the l*Jtl^ 
" in tho dark, aflbrdB the atrongoat proof of tho abi- 
" litiofl of Lieut.- General Picton and Major-General 
" McKinnon, by whutn they were directed and U>d ; hut 
'■ I beg partii-ularly to draw your Lordship's attention to 
'* the conduct of Jjieut-Colonol O'TooW, Bccood Caqa- 
" doroM, Major Kidge. fifth foot, Lieut, -Colonel Camp- 
" boll, ninety-fourth. Major Manners. SfiVKNTY-FQUHTii, 
**■ and of Major (rrcy, lltlh fool, who has been twioe 
" wounded during thiti sifge, 




'* that the men who |K,*rf6rrned thf sap belonged to the 
*' forty-fifth^ Seventy -FOURTH, anil eighty-eighth rcgi- 
" nicnts, under the cummand of Captain McLeod of 
" the Ruyal Engineers, and Captain Thomson of the 
" Seventy- FOURTH. Lieut. Bereslbrd of the eighty- 
" eighth, and Lieut. Metcalfe of tho forty-fifth ; and 
•' they distingTiiahed themaelves not less in the Htorm of 
" the place than they had in the perfurmance of their 
•' laburioua duty during the siege." 

The ca&ualticB in the regiment during the siege of 
Ciudad Rodrif^o were; — Icllled, six rank and file; 
WMundLvl, five officers, Captains Langlandnand Collins, 
Licuteitants Tewattd Ramadge, and Ensign Atkinson, 
two Serjeants, and twenty-four rank and file.* 

The Si'.vhkty-1-ourth have received the Royal 
authority to hear on the Regimental colour and appoint- 
ments, the words "Ciudad Rodriqo," in commemo- 
ration of their services at the capture of that fortress. 

Major Mannera received the l>revet of LieuL-Colo- 
nel for his scrviocs on this occasion. 

The unlocked for rapidity with which this formida- 
ble fortress had hoen captured, astonished the French 
General, who had aasemblcd an army of sixty thou- 
sand men for its relief, which now again retired to its 
winter quarters. On the -day after the capture, the 
SiivEXTT-FouKTii regiment returned to its cantonments 
atZaniorra,andin the beginning of February wa& moved 
to Legiosa. Meanwhile tho defencoe of Ciudad Rodrigo 
were restored, and preparations secretly made for the siege 
of Badajoz, on which Lord Wellington had now deter- 
mined. Tho army was put in movement for that dcs-

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tination at the etid of February, The Sijivewty-fourth 1812 
marched on the 25th February, reached Slvas on the 
IfJth March, and on tk>ti 16th crossed the Guadiarta, 
two miilca below Badajoz, when the enemy's piquets 
\vere driven inj and the place invested on the left of 
the Guadiana, by the third, fourth, and light divi- 
sions, and a brigade of Portugueae. On the I7th March 
the third division waa stationed on the south-cast side 
of the town, nearly on the ground it occupied at the 
former siege ; and the men of the forty -fifth, Siivekty- 
FOURTH, and eighty-eighth regiments, who had been; 
employed as sappers at Ciudad Rodrigo, were agaia 
so employed at Badajoz. 

The first para,ncl was on thie night commenced oppo- 
site to Fort Picurina, and continued on the 18th, but 
the work was mui'h impeded by continued heavy rain. 
On the 10th the garrison made a sortie with fifteen 
huudrcd infantry and a jjarty of cavalry, from behind 
the Picurina, driving bock the working party and 
guard of the trenches from the parallel ; their cavalry 
penetrated to the enginocr depots, causing great con- 
fusion and some loss. The Shivkntv-fourth waa the 
fir»t regiment under aims, and advanced under Major- 
Goneral Kempt (who had succeeded Major-Gencral 
McKinnon in eommand of the brigade) in double quick 
time, to the plain on the right, opposite to the castle, 
and with the guard of the trenches, drove back the 
enemy, who sustained a loss of three hundred officers 
and men. The attacik was continued as rapidly 
3LS possible, but was impeded by very heavy tain, 
which rendered the work in the trenches extremely 
laborious, until the 25th, when the batteries opened 
agaiust the phuf. On thia night Fort Picurina was 
assaulted and ctiriitd by five hundred nicnof tlic third 
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18 dWivion,. two hundred ofwhofn were aader Major Shaw 
of the 8^!V^;^TT-^■ollRTH, liro hundred under Major 
Rudd of the sereotT-flereath, mud one handred nocler 
Captain Powii of the eighij -third rc^meot. 

ThiH Btrong^ and imjKjrtanl outwork is in the form of 
a bastion of nearly- two humlrtxl feet fares and seventy 
feet flanks, the rear lieing^ dosed l>y a front of fortifica- 
tion ; ther« werq aeven piccet of ordnance moant^Hl od 
the ramparts; and the ijarrison. of nearly three hun- 
dred men, was comniandi-d b^' a colonel on the staff- 
The dctachmcnta advanced to the attack at ten o'clock, 
and immediately alarms were sounded in the town, 
rockets thruwn up, and a fire cj^»encd (rom all the ratn- 
parta on the work. The obatacles to an escalade were 
great, and the resistance of the gairieoD most deter- 
mined : but after a hot and doubtful contest, in which 
the assailants lost four ofRcerB and fifty men killed, 
aod fil'leen officers and two hundred and fifty men 
wounded, the work was carried. Of the garrison a few 
escaped, three officers and eighty men were made pn- 
Boncrs, but the greater part were killed in the fight. 

Of the SKvKwtv-FOtjHru Captain Collins and Lieu- 
tenant Kamadge (acting engineer) were killed, and 
Major Shawe dangerously wounded ; ho, howe\'er, reco- 
vered, and received the brevet of Lieut, -Colonel for 
hia share in this gallant exploit. 

Immediately after the Picurina was taken, three 
battalions were moved up for its protection, a lodgment 
watt made in it, and the »ccond parallel was commenced, 
but not completed until the night of the 26th. The 
operations in the trenches were pushed forward with 
the greatest vigour, still under heavy rain, and the 
^ men conBe(|uently working ankle deep in mud. 
H^ On the 30th and Sist breaching batteries opened 
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against the Saata Maria and La Trinidad bastions; 1813 
and the brcaichtiB having been reportc3d pvacticablc on 
the 5th of April, tliu assault was ordered to take place 
at ten o'clock on the night of the 6th. " Then/' in the 
words of Napier, " the soldiers eagerly made theiiiBelvea 
" ready for a combat ao furiously fought, so terribly 
" won, so dreadful in all its circutnstanccit, that pos^ 
" terity can scarcely be expected to credit the tale, but 
" many arc Btill alive who know that it ia true." 

It was ordered, that on the right, the third division 
was to file out of the trenches, to cross the llivlll^ 
river, and to stale the caatle walls, which were from 
eighteen to twenty-four feet high, furnished with all 
means of destruction, atid so narrow at top that the 
defenders could easily reach and overturn the laddera^ 

On the left, the 5th division was to make » false 
attaL'k on the Fardaleras outwork, and a real assault on 
the Bastion San Vinpcntc. 

In the centre, the fourth division was to asaault the 
breach in the face of the Bastion La Trinidad, and the 
light division that in the flank of the Bastion Santa Maria. 

The third division was drawn up on the extreme 
right, close to Ih? IltviU^s river, waiting the signal to 
attack, when a lighted carcass, thrown from the castle, 
discovered them to the enemy, and obliged them, and 
also the other assaulting columns, to anticipate the signal 
by about half an hour. They advanced on the night of the 
6th April, at about half-past nine o'clock, led by Major- 
General Kcmjit,* acroaa the R.ivillas by a narrow bridge 
in single file, under a terrible fire from all the eastern 
works, and re-forming, ascended the hill to the foot of 
the caetle wall with perfect regularity. Here General

Another anoog the fi»emOst in the eecalade was John 
McXia'achlBi), th^ re^mcnt&I piper, who, the instant he 
mmintfd the castle wall, began playing on his pi]}cs the 
regimeiital quick step^ "The Campbelli are coming/' 
at the head of the ■d^'ance along the ramparts, as 
eoiiHy ns if Hu ^ common parade, until his music was 
■t^>p|H-d l»y a shot ttiruugh the bag ; he was afterwards 
* *>y an uHicer of the regiment seated on a g'un- 
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carriage quietly repairing the damagje, regardless of 1812 
the shot flying about him; and presently recommenced 
his animating tune. 

Immediately after the oscaladct according to the 
instructions previously received from Major-General 
Kempt, thirty or forty men of the Seventy-fourth were 
sent under Lieutenant Alves to the gate, with orders to 
close it, which they did with stones and rubbish ; this waa 
scarcely accomplished, when an unaucces&fiil attempt 
was made by a strong body from the town to force an 
entrance by the gate, now Ijarricaded against them. 

Uuring the escalade of the castle, the heroic assaults 
on the rclrenched breaches by the fourth and light 
divisions had been made and riipulacd, when about mid' 
night, after two thousand men had fallen. Lord Welling- 
toti, whti was on a hoi|rht clusfi to the quarries, »ent 
orders to the Commanding Officer to retire, and form 
for a fresh effort, a littla before daybreak. Immediately 
after this order was issued Lieut.-General Picton's aide- 
de camp arrived to report that the third division waa 
in the castle, and received orders for Lieut.-General 
Picton to blow down the gates, but otherwise to remain 
quiet until morning, when he should sally out with two 
thousand men at the time of tho assault, 

The capture of the castle, however, and the escalade 
of the Bastion St. Viticiento, by the fifth division, hav- 
ing turned the retrenchments, there waa no further 
resistance, and the fourth and light divisions marched 
into the town by the breaches. 

The third division remained under arms in the castle 
until daylight, when the gate was opened, and permis- 
sion given to enter the town. 

The- storming of Badajoz, in which the Sevknty- 
FOUETH took 80 distinguished a {>art, was probably the 
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1812 iiHwt wlebrated of the many pliant exjiloita {>erfortned 
liy tht' Ptmiiuular army, aod is thus s[iokei3 of by the 

highcNt aiithoritiL-s on the sabject. 

Sir John JoneM, alter describing the defences of the 
castU, ftays: — 'In ordinary military retisonin^, ndba 
" sjHit would he considiTed secure fVom assault, hot the 
" efforts of Brllis'h troops occasionally set all cal£ulatii>n 
" at defiance ; and when a few years sluill have swept 
" ftway the eye-witni-sses of their ac'hieTcments on this 
*' night, they will not be credited."* 

And the historian of the Peninsular vrar tbru ends 
his eloquent na.rTatix'e of thi? siege, and of some distin- 
qulshcd traits of individual heroism : — 

" Nor would I be Understood to select these as pr^ 
'* eminent ; many and signal were the other example of 
" unbounded devotion, some known, some that will 
" never be known ; for in such a tumult much passed 
■' unobserved, and often the obseirers fell themselves, 
" ere they could bear testimony to what they saw ; hat 
■* no age, no nation^ ever sent forth braver troops to 
" Imttle than those who stormed Badajoz."t 

Loi-d Wellington, in his despatch, thus particularly 
mentions the third division : — 

'* It ia impossible that anycxprpsaionofminocan eon- 
" vey toyour Lordahip thesonae which I entertain of the 
" g;allantry of the officers and troops upon this occasion. 

" The officers and troops of the third division have 
"distinguished themselves as usual in these operations. 
" Lieut.-Gcneral Piclon has reported to me particularly 
"the conduct of Lieut.-Colonel the Hon. R, Le Poer 
" Trench and Lieut.-Colonel Manners of the Sbvbnty-

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The following Division Order was ifisued by Lieut.- 1813 

General Picton : — 

" Camp before Badajaa, Bth April, 1813. 

"The escalade of the Castle of Badajoz is another 
"proof of the invincible spirit of the third division; 
" it was an enterprise of a moat arduous nature, and 
" nothing less than the spirit of heroism which has on 
"all occasions actuated the o0icera and Boldiera of tho 
"several corps comiroBlng- the division, could have 
'* broug-ht it to so glorious and happy a conclusion, 

" The commanding' officers of rcgimenta are entitled 
" to great credit for their exertions during the arduous 
"struggle and for the excellent order and discipline 
" they preaervcd in their respective corps after the 
"capture of the place. 

" Tho whole conduct of the officers of every rank, and 
" that of the non-comttiissionwl officers and si^ddiera 
"engag^ed on the occasion, is calculated to incieaeo the 
" Lieut.- General's confidence and admiration. 

"This brilliant achievement has not been efTceted 
"without the loss of valuable officers and brave soldiers, 
" but they have merited well of their country, and have 
" fallen crowned with glory, as much objects of envy as 
"subjects of regret to their comrades." 

The casualties in the regiment during the siege 
were: — Killed^ three officm-s, Captain Collins, Lieu- 
tenants Ramadgo and Grant, 1 scrjc&nt, and 2'^ 
rank and file. Wounded, ten oiHccrs. Lieut -Colonel the 
Honorable R. Le Poer Trench, Captain Langlands, 
Brevet-Major Shawo, Captains Thomson and Wingato, 
Lieutenants Lyster, Pattison, King, and Ironside, 
Ensign Atkinson, 7 scrjcants, and 'J I r&nk and file.*

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1813 C»ptama LsitglanJa an^ Tbomson, of the SkVRNTV- 
FOURTii, received thi! l>rL'vct rank of Major for their 
Bervioes at the siege, and Brevet-Major Shawe that of 
Lieiit-Colunel, for the capture of the Picurina Fort as 
already mentioned. The regiment haa received the 
Koyal authority to l^ar on the regimental colour and 
appointments, the word "BADAjoz/'iooommernQration 
of its scrvic(» at this siege. 

Licut.-Coloncl Trench having been wounded at the 
atisault of Badajoz, the command of the regiment 
devolved on LieuL-Coloncl Manners li remained in 
bivouac at Badajoz until the 11th of April, when it 
tiiarched for the north, arrived at Pine-dona on the 
frontiers of Bcira on the 7th of May, and was cantoned 
there until the beg-inning of June. Lord Wellington, hav- 
ing completed his preparations for asauraing the offen- 
fiive, advanced against Marahal Marmont, whose head- 
quarters were at Salamanca. The Seventv-fourtei 
marched from their cantonments on the 5th of June, 
crossed thu Agucda by the ford of Carpillo on the 10th, 
and tho Tormea, by the furd of I,ob Cantoia, on the 
17th, on which day the forts of Salamanca were invested 
hy tho sixth diviaion^ The remainder of the army 
was formed in order of battle on the heights of San 
ChrJBtoval, in front of Salamanca, from the^Oth to the 'iSth 
of June, to meet Marshal Marmont, who advanced with 
•10,000 men to relievo the forts, and several skirmishea 
anil changes of position took place ; the forts, however, 
were captured on tho 27th. Brevet-Major Thomson 
of the SiiVKNTY-rouRTH wtts employed as engineer at 
the Bicgc of these forts. At this time Lieut.-Gcneral 
Pifton left the army on leave of absence, and the com- 
maiid of the third division was entrusted to Major- 
Qoneral the Honorable Edward Pakenham.

The third 
division was bivouacked at the ford of Polios, on the 
Douro, from the Sird of July, watching the French, who 
occupied the opposite bank of the river, but on the I6th, 
Marshal Maroiout having received Tcinforccmenta, cross- 
ed tho Douro, and the allies retired, skilfully manoeuvr- 
ing and taking up different positions in presence of the 
enemy until, on the 21st, they reached the grouttd they 
formerly occupied, on the height of San Chriiitoval. 
In the evening tho third division and Bome Portu- 
guese cavalry bivouacked, and entrenched themsc^lvcs 
near the village of Cabrerisws, on the right bank of tho 
Tonnes, while the rest of the army passed the river 
by the bridg-e of Salamanca and the fords, and was 
placed in position covering Salamanca, with the riglit 
U]joii one of the two rocky hills called the Arajjtks, and 
the left upon the Tormcs. On the 12'ind of July, at day- 
light, the third division was also moved across the 
TormeSf and placed in advance of the extreme right of a 
second line which was taken up by the allied, army, nearly 
At right angles with its first position, in consequence of 
the seizure by the French of the outer of the two 
Arapiles, whereby they had obtained the power of 
cutting off the line of retreat U])on Ciudad RLidrigo. 
The change of the allied position and various ntanocuvrea 
occupied the day without any cIobg engagement, except- 
ingon the left for ibc possession of the Arapiles, and the 
battle of Salamanca did not commenicc in earnest until 
alter three o'clock, when the third division ivfts ordered 
to advance in four tolumna, supported by cavalry, to turn, 
the French left, which had been very much extended 
by the advance of the division of General '1 homierea, 
with the light cavalry and fifty pieces of artillery. 
along a range of heighU parallel with the British 
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IHI2|int». to cut off tho right of the AIItpb from the 
Ciudad Hodrigo rvad. The attack of tho third divi- 
sion was made in a moHt brilliEirjt style. The open 
columns advancing, formed lines in the march, and fell 
a|»m th(~ From-h, who, cxpet'ting to sec thp British, ia 
rctn'tiit tuivardM Ciudad Kodrigo, were confounded by 
the uti looked- for blow. Theirartillery, however, poured 
nhoweni of (^ra|ic into the ranks of the allies, and their 
iikirintahorHkf]]t u]i a constant fire, hut the diii-iaion con- 
tinued its ftteady advance, and was upon them before 
thoy could form line, driving thorn in confualon from 
tho field; the regiment* then wheeled baek into 
column, allowed thi^ cavalry to pass through, and 
irnnn'dial(']y rcHiimcd their advance. The advance in 
Hnr of thu Skventv kotrth for upwards of three miles 
iittractod jmrticuUr notice, and was much applauded by 
MiiJiir-OentTnl Pakcnham, who frequently exclaimed, 
" Ufjiulirully donc!, SKVEtsry-FOUHTH ; beautiful,

Konl I*ondonderry saya, in his Story of the Peninsular 
War:- 

•* Tho attack of tho third division was not only the 
"lllo«t dpiritod, but the most perfect thing of the kind 
" that niiHb*rn tinifs have witnessed. Regardless 
**iilik« of a chfirgu of cavalry and. of the murderous 
" fire whiph tho enemy's; batteries opened, on went thcee 
" fearltuH warriors, horse and foot, without ch^k or 
" iMiiiiM', util.ll they won the ridgo, and then the infentry 
"giving llieir volley, and the cavalry falling on, sword 
•' hi hand, the French were pierced, broken, and dis- 
'•(■omfited, So t'hwe indeed was the atruy^le, tliat in

Tho evulutidnH uf thia great battle, in which the 
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third tlivifiion atwl the Skvuniv-folirth regimc-nl bore 1B12 
so coiiMpituoua a part, wurc too varied to Iju clearly 
described with brevity ; Ijut while the comtat still ra;ged 
in the centre, the third division continued its victorious 
advance upon the enemy's left, greatly assisted by the 
splendidchaT^csmadehy Major General Le Marchart's 
Brigade of heavy cavalry, regarding which Major-Gene- 
ral Sir Charles Dalbiiu? »*ys, in his memoir upon the 
suhjcct : — 

"Throuffhout these charfres upon the enemy, the 
'' heavy brigade was unsupported by any other portion 
"of the cavalry, but was followed, as rapidly as it 
"was possible for infantry to follow, by the third 
"division, which had so gloriously led the attack in 
*' the first instance, and had bo efi'ectivcly turned the 
"enemy's extreme left," 

In less than hdlf an hour after the attack of the 
third division, and before the French had even formed 
in order of battle, their Coininandet-!n-Chief(Marmont) 
and two generals had fallen, and tho left.of their army 
was turned and thrown into confusion. Of the divi- 
sion of 'J'honiicTes, originally 70CK) strong, 2000 had 
been taken prisoners, with two eagles and eleven pieces 
of cannon, and but a small number of fugitives escaped. 
Their right, however, still continued to resist until it 
was dark, but they were finally driven from the field, 
and after sustaining great loss, retreated through the 
woods atroBs the Tormcs, pursued by the first and 
light divisions, whieh had been kept in reserve. 

Napier concludes his ac<.'ount as follows: — 

"The battle of Salamanca, remarkable in many 
'* points of view, was not least so in this, that it was the 
*' first decided victory gained by the allies in the Penin- 
*'sula. In former aetiona the French had been rc- 
" l>ul8ed, here they were driven headlong, as it were.

Tb« FnwKk mrmj, )aria^, nfter iU ddeat, ^cAped 
orer the Tomea on the night of the 22iidi of Ja]j, 
ondvr dw CommajMl of Gcner^t Cl4u«el. was loUcnrcd 
by the allin orcr the Douro. While the left wing 
cotttiouvd the ptinniil of ttic French, the right win^ 
of thcalliedarmy, tawhich thethird dirinonbrlongcd, 
adTAiirf^d undpr I»rd Wellinc^oon the Ist of August 
agaiiMt the Frco^-h army of the centre, which, ut>der 
King Jo«cpH, retreated upon Madrid. The alli4*8 enter- 
wl that fa|fital on the ] 3th of A ugust, and were received 
with the utinottt cnthiuttaJtm and joy by- the inhabitants. 

Althou|^h the French had cracaatcd Madrid, they 
had left a garrison of *200O men, with a large quantity 
of itoreM, in the Fort La China^ and entrenchments 
Burfdunding the Hctiro, which was invested by the 
third and ftcventh divisions on the evening of the 13th 
of August- On the 1 4th, the rt^ment, with the rest of 
the third diviiiion, got iindcr arms at four o'clock, A.u., 
to storm the fort, but the garrison capitulated. 

Lifut.- Colonel Manners (Major) of the Seventy- 
FoiinTir waH ajipointcd commandant. 

The third and light divisioiw remained in garrison

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at Madrid until the 2OII1 of October. The other divi-1813 
sions of the army were moved to the Fsicuvial on the 
ISth of August, but were shortly afterwards (excepting 
tho fourth division) sent to Arrevalo, and Lord Wel- 
lington himself left Madrid on the 1st of September to 
take the command. The advance to Burgos then took 
place, and the siege of the Castle of Burgos from the 
19th of September until the 22nd of October, when the 
siege was raised, and the army commenced its retreat. 

The time ]vasBed moat agreeably while the troops 
occMpied Madrid, and the temporary change from the 
hardships of n campaign to tho pleasures of a nietropolia 
was delightful to all ranks. But although there were 
amuBcmcnts and gaieties in abundance, the city exhibited 
a. Bad coTiibiuatJon of luxury and desolation ; there was 
no money, tho people were starving, and even noble 
famillee secrotly sought tharity. 

Towarda the end of September, when the distress was 
very great, the officers of the forty-fifth and Seventy- 
fourth regiments, feeling the utmost comjmsfiiou for 
numbers of miserable ohjccts who were worthy of a bettor 
fate, commeneed giving a daily dinner to about two hun- 
dred of them^, among whom were aonie peraonsof high 
distinction, who, without this resource, mu^l have perish- 
ed. Napier says, on this subject, that " the Madrilcnos 
*' discovered a deep and unaiTected gratitude for kvndne.8& 
" received at the hands of the British officers, who con- 
'^ tribuled, not much, for they had it not, but enough of 
*' money to form soup charities, by which hundreds were 
** succoured. Surely this is not the least of tlic many 
" honorable distinctions those brave men have earned." 

About the middle of October, the French army, under 
Marshal Soult. having joined King Joseph, they ad- 
vanced upon Madrid, aud Lieut. -General Hill, with his

Many mco died frDm expossre, and in the 
SsTENTT-rocETH, of thiftj-ftmr mat vhb had joiTied the 
rqeiment from En^and at Salamanra an the Hth, only 
four or five reached Ciudad Rodrigo. The retreat Jrom 
Burgos and Madrid, and the rampaigrt of 1812 having 
now ended, the arm/ was placed in wioter ^^aarters 
behind the A^eda. 
IB13 '!^ SdTt^NTv-FovRTu regiment was cantoned at 
Sarzodo, in the provinw of Beira, from the 6th December, 
1812, UDtit the iDth May. 1813. I n the month of Janu- 
ary, 1813, Major-General Colville* having rejoined his 
lirifTade, assumed the command of the third division. 
Diiiinf^ the time [massed in winter quarters, reinforce- 
ments ol' [neii Eind horses were received from England ; a 
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pontoon train was fonm^l, ticnta W(?rc also supplied for 1S13 
the first time since the commcn cement of the war, in tho 
proportion of three to each company ; tin camp-kettles, 
carried by the men, one for every six incn, were sub- 
stituted for the heavy iron ones hitherto used, and the 
■whole army was roorganieed in greater strtmgth than 
before, prcijaratory to the execution of Lord Wellington's 
grand plan ibr the expulsion of the French from the 
Peninsula. Before the tomincncement of the campaign, 
the men's great-coats were given into Btore, and blankets 
only ordered to Ikj carried by them. 

In consequence of time lost in bring'ing up tho 
pontoon train from AhneiJa, the advance into Spain, 
intended to commence on the Ist, was delayed until the 
middle; of May. 

The Sevkntv-fourth proceeded with the left column 
of the army, consisting of the first, third, fourth, fifth, 
sixth, and seventh divisions, with cavalry, artillery, 
and PortiiguGse trooyhs, amounting- to above 40^000 
men, under Sir 'J'homaH Graham. Thu^ column crossed 
the Douro, and marched by the right bank of that river ; 
wliile the second and light divisions, with cavalry, 
artillery, and PortugxieHe and Spanish trooi«, amounting 
to about 25,000 men, and the head-quarters of the 
army, in two columns, advanced across the Tormea 
under l^ord Wellington, and effected their junction witli 
the left column by crossing the Douro at Toco, The 
whole army was united on the right bank of the river 
on the 3rd of June. 

Lieut. -General Sir Thomas Picton had rejoined from 
Enji^land on the 20th May, and issued an order on as- 
Buniing the command of the third division, irora which 
tlie following is an extract : —

The third divisiun nuw consisted of three brigades, 
t»«,, right brigade uoder Major-Gencral Brisbane (a 
fonnerly), itf Uie lot battalion, 4ath regiment, Sevektt 
fooiiTH,86Ul three compani^ 5th battalion GOth rifle* ; 
MBtm brigade. Lieut. -General Fiction. Lst l»tta.lion 5th, 
'^d battalion Sdrd. 2nd battalion S/tb, and 04tb rcgi- 
menU; left brigade^ Major-General Power, 9tii, 11th, 
and 2lst Portuguese regiments. 

On tbe -Ith <^ June the allies advanced, following the 
FWenoh unka of Portugal, and of the south and centre, 
which now, united under King Joseph, were in full 
ivtriNit upun Burgos, where it was expected they would 
havi) made a st*nd ; they, however, continued their 
rvtre&t fioui Burgoa orer the Arlan^in river, after 
Wowing up the castle aud removing their stores, on the 
lAh uf Junet. They then eroescd the Ebro, and having- 
aasewUed all the encumbrances, convoys, and stores of 
their arnviKs at Vittoria. thc^' entered that positioQ on 
thi^ l\)th of Juno bv the narrow mountain defile of 
lNiebt»> ihiou^h which the river Zadora, after pawing 
tht.^ I'^ily uf X'ittivia. and rumiing through the vall^ ii 
H w indiiig iVUTwe. ftows towards the Ebro. 

The Alliixl armv, atftouiiting to about 60,000 British 
aud IVrl\ii;«»'&».* of all arms, with about 20,000 Spanish 
«uxiliarte«, wa:>. on the ^Hh ol June, oicamped on the 
banlts of the river Bans, behind the range of inlli 
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l>ounding the position of Vittoria^ and about six miles 1813 
distant fraui the Zadora. 

The French, about 70,000 strong, with one hundred 
and fifty-two pieces of artillery, wero now thua posted : 
their rig^kt in front of the city of VittorLa, where King; 
Joseph's head-quarters were established ; the centre, in 
front of the village of Arinez, was about six miles distant 
from, and nearly at right angles to their right, covered 
by the Zadora, and by an easy range of heights ; while 
the right tentre was upon a high hill ucar the village of 
Margarita, which commanded the whole valley. The 
extreme left of the French army wae upon the Puehla 
mountain, facing the defile of that name. There was a 
large force in a second line, and the cavalry and t.he 
Kiug'a guards in reserve in rear of the centre, which 
was intended to defend the passage of the river Zadara^ 
by the bridges of Mendoza, Trcs Pucntcs, A'^illodas, and 
Nanclarcs ; fifty pieces of artillery were also massed at 
the centre ftJr the defence of these bridges. 

On the 'ilst of June I-ord Wellington ordered an 
attack to be made on three separate points : on the right 
by Lieut.- General Sir Rowland WiW^ with the second 
division, upon the French left at Puebla; while on the 
leftf Lieut.-General Sir Thomas Graham, with the first 
and IJfth divisions, was to mahc a wide detour to the loft, 
and crossing tho Zadora at ViUoria, to attack their right, 
and cut off their retreat by the great road to Bayonnc. 
The centre, oonsisting of tho fourth and light di^nsions 
(under Lord Wellington himsell') on the right, and tho 
third and seventh, (under Lieut.- General the Earl of 
Dalhousic) on the left, was to pass the bridges in front, 
Dutl attuck as ifoon as llie movements on tho flankti 
sliould In' executed. '1 }io tVLHips moved IVoni the cunip 
on the Bayas at daybreak ; the contest was at lirst chiefly 
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818 on thi' extreme rig^ht and lefl, 1>ccau»c, on account of the 
rugged naturo of ihf ridges ihcy had to pass, the Uft 

> centra column, (third and Beventh divifilaiu,) did niA 
jipach the Zadora. until nearly one o'clock, and the right 
centre, whirh hitd taken posspSBiun of the three lower 
bridges, wan not able to advance far in the attack until 
■ the left Hhould be ready to join it. The right bri- 
gnde of the third division, followed by the serenth 
division, then cros'^ed the bridge of Mendoza, the other 
bri^dus of the tlilrd division fording higher up the 
river. 

The seventh division^ and the centre brig-adc of tho 
thii'd division, then attacked the Fi'enth right centime, in 
front of thtf villages of Margarita and Hcrmandad, and 
Lord Wellington^ seeing' the hill in front of the village 
of Arinez^ weakly occupied by the enemy, ordered the 
right brigadcof tho third division, under Lieut.-Gencral 
ricton, incluaccolumnsof battalionsat a run diagonally 
across the front of both armies to that centra! point. The 
hill was carried immediately, and the French withdrew 
under cover of a cannonade from fifty pieces of artillery 
and a crowd of skirniieherBj to the eeeond range of heights, 
on which their rcBcrvehad been posted; they, however. 
still held the village of Arinez on the great road leading 
to Vittoria, The brigtule thqn advanced to the attack 
of the village of Arinez ; the three right companies of 
tlie SftVENTY-FOUKTH, undoF Captain McQueen, with 
tho companies of the sixtieth, immediately dashed 
forward and charged tlirougli the village, drove th,e 
enemy from it, and captured three guns ; these com]ianieB 
wore then halted under cov^r of some houses until the 
Tcmaindor of the ref^iment and brigade should come up, 
as the enemy were again advancing upon the poet with 
increased nmnbtrrs, and kept up a terrible fire of artillery 
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and musketry. The French were finally driven back in iai3 
confusion at the point of the liayonct. 

The SEiVKNTY-FOUBTH rcccivecl particular praisc froui 
both Liout.-GencralPicton and MajorGeneral Brisbane, 
comnmnding tho division and brif^ade, for its alacrity in 
aclvanc-itig and charging through the villngo of Arinez. 

By the capture of the viUag'e. the great road was 
gained, and the troops on the French extreme loft wero 
turned, while they were hard pressed by Lieut. -Gen oral 
Sir Rowland Kill's attack on thoij* front ; the whole now 
retreated in confu&iun before th.e British advancing linca 
towards Vittoria^ but as the ground was exceedingly 
divcrsifictl, being- in aome placea wooded, in others open, 
and in others cut up by ditches, vineyards, and enclo- 
sures, they recovered their order, and the action for six 
miles became a running' hght and cannonade. The 
regular and heantdul advance in line of tho Sicventy- 
FOURTEl over this longdistance was greatly admiredj and 
wan much attributable to the coolness and gallantry of 
the officer (Lieut. Kavies), nho carried the colours, and 
whenever the regiment got into broken ground, was the 
first on the bank, and stood with the coloura until it was 
{brmed on his right and left. During this advance, the 
piper, McLauchlan, whoso gallantly at the escalade of 
Badiijez has heen before mentioned, was cut in two by a 
cannon shot, while playing; in rear of the colours.' Mfiny 
guns were taken as the army advanced. At six o'etock 
the French rnachod the last defensible height, one mile in 
front of Vittoria ; here they made a stand, and the 
armies of the south and centre kept up a heavy lire, and 
al»o\'e eighty pieces of eannon thundered upon the third 
division, which, being the foremost, bore the brunt of the 
fiery storm, until the fourth division carried a hill on

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iSlSlte French left, vhen the enemy abandoned the 

position. 

The Ho]r^ Caoscwaj to Ba^omic being- blocked up 
by a confused mass of carriages, men, women^ and 
children, the French retreated by the road to Salvatieira 
and Pampcluna, but this road being also blocl(ed up, alj 
became disorder, and they abandoned their artillery 
(except two pieces), equipag^^, stores, and papers : 
generals and subordinate officers being alike reduced to 
the clothes on their backs,* 

The baton of Marshal Jourdar, a stand of colours, 
one hundred and fifty-one pieces of brass ordnance, 
all the parks and depots from Madrid, \'^aUadolid, and 
Burgos, all their carriages, ammunition and treasure fell 
into the hands of the victors, f 

The French regiments, which effected their escape 
from this total rout, arrived at Pampcluna, and took 
shelter in a defile beyond it in a statci of complete 
disorganisatioai ; darkness and the nature of the ground 
(unfavourable for cavalry) alone permitted their escape. 
At the distance of two leagues from Vittoria the pursuit 
was given up, and the allits halted for the night. 

Sir Thomas Picton, in a letter of the Ist of July, 
tlius 8.jx>aks of his division : — 

" On the 16th of May the division was put in more- 
** ment ; on the 18th we crossed the Douro, on the 15th 
" of June the Ebro, and on the Slst fought the battle 
" of Vittoria, The third division hadj as usualj a veiy 
" distinguished share in this decisive action. The 
*' enemy's left rested on an elevated chain of craggy 
" mountains, and their right on a rapid river, with 
" commanding heights in the centre, and a succession 
*' of undulating grounds, which afforded excellent sitUB' 
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t Ibid. 
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tions ibr artHU-ry ; and Hovcral good jwsitions in front 1813 
of Vittoi'ia, where King Joseph had his hcad-quarttTs. 
The battle began early in the morning, between our 
right and the enemy's left on the high craggy heights, 
and continued with various Eiiicccsa for several hours. 
About twelve o'clock the third diviaion was ordered 
to force the ]xtssage of thu river and carry the heights 
in the centre, -which service waa executed with ao 
much ra|)idity. that we got possession of the com- 
manding- ground before the enemy ^vere aware of oui 
intention. The enemy attempted to dislodge ub with 
great superiority of force, and with forty or fifty 
pieces of cannon. At that period the troo])a on our 
right had not made sufficient prepress to cover our 
right flank, in consequence of which we suffered a 
momentary check, and were driven out of a vilEago 
whence we had dislodged the enemy, but it was 
quickly recovered J and on Sir Howl and Hill's (the 
second) division, with a Portuguese and Spanish 
division, forcing the enemy to abandon the heights, 
and advancing to protect our flanks; we pushed the 
enemy rapidly from all his poBitiona, forced him to 
abandon his cannon, and drove his cavalry and 
infantry in confusion beyond the city of Vittoria 
We took one hundred and fifty-two pieces of cannon 
the military cheat, ammunition and baggage; licsides 
an immense treasure, the property of the French 
generals, amassed in Spain. 

" '^rhe third division was the most severely and per- 
manently engaged of any part of the army ; and we 
in consequence sustained a loss of nearly eighteen 
huudred killed and wounded, which ia more than a 
third of the total losa of the whole anny."

The casnaltics in the regiment at the batUe of Vitto- 
na were :— Killed, seven rank and file ; wounded, five 
officers, Captains McQueen and Ovens, Adjutant White, 
and Ensigns I^Jamiltoa and Shoro, four scrjcants, one 
drummt-r. and thirty-one rank and file.* 

Captain William Moore received the brevet of Major 
for his conduct in tliis action.

Tho allies followed in pursuit of the fugitive enemy 
to beyond Pampcluna, from the 22nd nntit the 25th, 
when they passed into the Pyrenees by the valley of 
Honcesvalles, Sir Thomas Graham was detached, ivith 
the first division, to the left, towards Guipuscoa, on the 
23rd of June; and on the26th, Lord Wellington, leaving 
the second diWsion to blockade Panipeluna, marched 
with the thinl, fourth, seventh, and light divisions to- 
wards Tudcla, to intercept General Clausd, who was on 
his way witha corps of 14,000 of the French army to join 
King Joseph at Vittoria ; but General Clauecl having 
marlc his escape byforcedmarchea, the divisions rt^turned 
to Pampcluna, and joined in tho blockade on the 3rd 
July. The Seventv-fouhth remained thus employed 
until the IGth. On the 1 5th July a. reconnoitring' party of 
the garrisomvas driven in by tbepi<]ucl3 and Seventv- 
FouRTHj under CoIohdI Trench; the regiment snatained 
a loss on this occasion of three rank and file killed, and 
one Serjeant and six rank and file vvonnded, from having 
followed the enemy too close to the walls of the fortress, 

On the 17th of July the blockade of Pampcluna was 
entrusted to the Spaniards. The whole frontier of the 
Pyfonccs. from the pxss of Ronceavalles to the mouth 
of the Bidassoa river, was now occupied by the second, 
seventh, and light divisions, with some Portuguese 
brigades in the frontline; and by the third, fourth and 
sixth divii^ionB as support^ {covering tho blockade of 
Pampebma^ and the siege of St. Sebastian then going 
on under Liout.-Gencral Sir i homas Graham. On the 
18th the SEVENTV-FOURiii wofc cH'cnmped at Olague^ 
in support of the central [Kmition, occupied by the second 
divibion at BaS'tan.

the fourth and sisth dinaJooB^ and the seventh and 
Mcond divmootf. whkh DowarriTcd and n^ere posted in 
poutioD. stLU forthcr to the Wft. Dnring; the night of 
iht* ^Jth the enemr drew to his ri^bt the tnxipfi imme- 
diately in fhmt of the third dnrkioo, in order to a 
K>mi)dable attack which he made on the 3Cth of July 
ufKiti thv seeund di*Tston, to turn the British left; 
Lord \Velltni^»n thervupoa ordervd an advance upon 
th» enemy's jiueitton by the third, fourth and seventh, 
divwions. AcixmliQ^y, at daylight oa the 30th, the 
third division, with two squadrons of caralry and a 
battery of artillery, advanced rapidly up the valley of 
Zibiri. skinitishin^ on the flank of the Freoch, who were 
retiring under General Fov. On this day the Seventt- 
roi'Htu had an u[)j>ortuiut}' of particularly di&tingiiish- 
ing tliL'tnsi'lvcs. About eleven o'clock, the rcj^roent 
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Iit'ing in the valley, and the t^nemy inovinw in rctrctit 18J3 
parallel with the Allies along the mountain ridge to tht; 
left of the British, LieuL-Colonel 'IVench obtained 
permission from Sir Thomas Picton to advantc with 
the SEVENTT-FotittTH anj cutofF their rear. The regi- 
ment then aseondpd the ridge in view of" the remainder 
of tbe division, which continued its advance up the 
valley ; on approaching the summitj in passing through a 
wood, two conipaniea, which were extended as skimiish- 
cra, were overpowered and driven back upon tho main 
body,and the rcg'iment way exposed to a muBt destructive 
fire, but continued its advance, without returning a shot, 
until it reached the ujipcr sliirt of the wood. cIobg upon 
the flank of the enemy, and then at once opened its 
whole fire upon them. A column of fifteen or Bisteen 
hundriiid men was separated from theiv main body, 
driven down the other side of the rid^c, and a number 
taken prisoners j most of those who escaped were inter- 
cepted by the sixth division^ which was further in 
advance on another line. After the Seventv-fourth 
had gained the ridge, another regiment from the third 
division was sent to support itf and pursued the remain- 
der of the column until it had surrcnderud to the sixth 
division. 

The rcg'iment was highly complimented by the staff 
of the division for its conspicuous g;allantry on this 
occasion, which was noticed as follows in Lord Welling- 
tun's despatch : — 

" I cannot sufiSciently applaud the conduct of all the 
" general officerb, officers, and troops throughout thtsse 
** operations, Sec. 

^* The movement made by Sir Thomas Picton merited 
*' my highest commendation ; tho latter officer co-ope- 
** rated in thu attack of the mountain by detaching 
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1613 " troops to his left, in whit-h liieut.-Colonel the Hon. 
" It. Trench was wounded, but [ hope not Bcriously." 

The regiment Buatained a loss, of one officer. Captain 
Wllitting:, one scrjeant, atid four rank and file killed, 
and five officers, Lieut.-Colonel Honoralili; R. Trench, 
Captain (Brevet Major) Moore, and Lieutenants Fatti- 
Hon, Duncorab and Tew, four scrjieants and thirty-six 
rank and file wounded, on this occasion.* Major Allen 
William Campbcll.t of the Sbvpnty-foubtk, was also 
mortally wounded during- the oiJcrations of this day 
while commanding a Poitygueae battalion; he waa 
gazetted to the brevet rank of Lieut. -Colonel for his 
distinguished conduct, but did not live to enjoy his 
promotion ; he died of his wounds atBilboaon the 10^ 
of November 1813. 

The Tc^iracnt has received the Royal authority to 
boar on the regimental colour and appointments the 
word "PvRI':^E:E8," in t'ommcmoration of its services 
on this occasion. 

The attack made by the French upon the British 
left on the 30th of July, was repulsed, and they retired 
during the night, but were cimcly pursued by the aUies 
on the 31st, and after much hard fighting on that day, 
and on the Ist and 2nd of August, they were finally 
drifen from the Spanish Pyrenees, over the Bidassoa 
into France, their attempt to relieve Pampclnna having 
entirely failed. Their Iosbcb in the different engage- 
ments from the25thof July, amounted to above 15,000 
men, killed, wounded, and prisonera. The StiVKNTV- 
POURTH continued to advance with the third division

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lip the pnfls of Ronceavallcs, anul on the 1st tif August 1813 
encamped on a mountain a little tp ihc left of it. but 
on the 5th was moved along the aumtnita of the moun- 
tains on the left, to the pass of Maya; but shortly 
afterwards the third was relieved by the sixth division, 
and descended to Aris>can, in tho valley of the Bustau, 
wlictL* it remained until the 5th of October. 

The fortress of Si. SeLastian was taken by assault on 
the 31st of August, by the troops under Lieut,- General 
Sir Tbomaa Graham. Brovet Major Thomaon, of the 
Sevbntv-pouhtu, who had been employed as an 
assistant cnginccrduring the Bicge^ received the brevet 
of Licutcnant-C^olonel on the occasion. On thu Gth of 
October, tho third division, having boen relieved by a 
Portuguese brigade, advanced up the pass of Zagara- 
murdi, and cncatnpcd on the summit of a mountain in 
I'ront of the pass of Echalar j the left of the allied anny 
passed the Bidassoa on the following day, driving the 
French from their strongly entrenched mountain poai- 
tion on the opposito side of the river. 

The allied army was now organiaed in three grand 
diviaiona ; the right, under Lieut. -General Sir Rowland 
Hill, occupied positions from the Roncesvallca pass to 
theHiistan; the centre, under Marshal Beresford, inclu- 
ding the third, fourth, and seventh divisions, occupied 
the Ei'halar, Rhunc, and nayonctte mountains ; the 
left, under Lieut-General Sir John Hope, extended 
from tho Mandalc mountain to the sea on the right 
bank of the BidasEoa. 

The command of the third diviHton devolved on Miijor- 
General Sir Charles Colville in the middle of Oetober, 
Sir Thomas Picton having proceedt'd to t^ngland. 

Tho Skvbnty-i'ourth remained in the same ponition, 
encamped on a bare mountain,until tho Uthof November 
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1813 fuad sufftTC-cl icrt'atlv rnun the con)<t»iil uX|>uKurv to cold 

«ad wi't M'mtUcr, the ii ant uf shelter and sL-areUy of 
[imvUionn fur lut-n, and Turagc fur animals. The pniueU 
and night duties were likewise very haraasing, and ihc 
duLlnvBEi and tnunutony oftiurJi a. pueition, wcuriscnnc to 
all rniiks ; the mouu'nt (lir the advance into France 
was tVicrt'forc anxiously looked for. PampeltLua capitu- 
lnU'd un the ^ist of October. The attack u pun the 
FfL-nch iKinititin of the Nivetle, whii^h had iiet-n ordered 
tu tnltc jilacG on the occurrence of that event, was 
(lolayed by the continaed heavy rains, and deep snow 
on tht; nuiuntains. whicii rendered the movement of 
trt>oji« impossible until the 10th of November; on this 
day, the right, under LiouL-Geneial Sir llowland Hill, 
wan directed on the left, of the French first line of 
entrendiincntsj between the Nivelle and Nive rivers, 
while the centre, under Marshal Beresford, turned the 
rig;htof the Frcni:h llmt line, and aeaaulted the redoubtB 
nnd entrenchments on the leftof theNivello. The third 
diviHJun, adviinting- from Zagaramnrdi on the right of 
the centre attack, moved rapidly ngainst the bridge of 
Amotz, where the enemy made a vigorous rcRtstance, 
but wore driven from it; the bridge and ground in 
fVont of it were taken possession of by the third division, 
whidi now attacked the left (lank oi the French centre, 
whil? the fourth and seventh divisions assailed them in 
front. Mcanwhdc the attacks of the second and sixth 
diviifiona on the right, and of the light division on the 
Xvi'i, were everywhere auccessful. The French centre 
wa» driven in great confuaion across the river, pursued 
by the Bkimiiuhers of the third division, which crossed 
Hi the bridge of Aitiot*. The allied troops then took 
posHesuion uf the heiglits on the rii^ht bank of the 
Nivello. in the twigh Wurhood of St. Pw, and the Freneh 
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■were compelled to abandon all tlie works which they had 
constructed with so much care and lahour during- the 
layt three months, for the defence of the other parts of 
the position. On the 1 1th of November, the third and 
seventh divisions formed the right centre column in front 
of St. Fd, cxpecttng to renew the attack, and the French 
advanced in order of battle, but drew Lack after a slight 
skirmish, breaking down the bridgea on the Nivo at 
Ustaritz, and on the Tith retired to close in front of 
their entrenched camp at Baj'onnc. 

The weather had been fine and clear on the 10th, but 
heavy rain returned on the llth and 12th of November, 
whieh rendered the fords of the Nive impasBable, aTid thei 
allied aniiy was therefore stationary between the Nivcllc 
and the Nivc. 

On the 18th of November the regiment was cantoned 
at Arrauntz, and jn different farm-houBCs near the Nive, 
till the I2th of December. 

The French had lost fifty-one pieces of artillery, 
and about 4;^00 officers and men killed, wonnded, and 
prisoners, during the battle of the Nivelle. The loss 
of tbf allies was about 2700 officers and men, 

The French army was now within the fortress and 
camp of Baijonne, with a lino of entrenched out-posts 
extending from the Adour to the Nivo, and from the 
Nive to tht' sea. 

The regiment has received the Royal authority to 
bear on the regimental colour and appointments the 
word " Ntvellr," in commemoration of its services in 
thiii battle. 

On the 9th of December the right of the army, under 
Licnt.-Generat Sir Rowland Hill, forced the passage 
of the Nive at Cambo, and the sixth division, under 
Maruhal Beresford, at Ustaritz. Th^ third division 
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1S13 rmnaiiicfl in ]^H>8spa8ion of the bridge at Ustarita^ but 
had no nhare in tlic (.cniljats of the foltowing days until 
the I3th, whiti the KrtTich having attacked the right 
hetwpon the Nivo and Adourat St. Picrw-, wercrcpul&cd 
by Sir Rowland Hill after a vtty levcto battle, and the 
fourth, sixth, and two brigades of the third division, 
were moved across the Nivc in su^tport of the right. 

The Seventy- FOCKTii, after a very long day*8 tnarrh, 
arrived late at night on some heights near the village 
of Vieux Moguerrc, on the Adour, from which another 
regiment had been driven in the morning-; thcSEVENTT- 
rouRTH afterwards remained cantoned in farm-houses 
Wtwcen the N'lve and Adour until the middle of Feb- 

1814 ruary, 18H. 

Lieut. -General Sir l-homaa Picton had rejoined the 
army, and resumed the command of the third division in 
the end of December, IS13 i andasmi&ny a^;t8 of outrage 
and ]dunder had been committed by the troopa, on first 
enterinj*^ Franeo, he took an opportunity of publicly 
reprimanding some of the regiments of his division far 
such offencra, when ho thus addmscd the Seventt- 
FOUHTii : — "Ah for -you, Skventy-i-ourtu, 1 have 
" nothing to say againwi you, your conduct is gallant 
" in the field, and orderly in quarters." And, ad- 
dressing Colonel Trench in front of the regiment, toM 
him that he would write to the Colonel at home (Cicnc- 
ral Sir Alexander Hope) his report of their good con- 
duct. As Lieut.-Genoral PictOd «»« not habitually 
lavish of complimentary language, this ]mblic cxprcB- 
sion of the good opinion of bo competent a judge was 
much valued by the regiment. 

The French army under Marshal Soult having been 
ivenkened by the withdrawal of two divisions and others 
of hifl beet troojw, im plan of ajH-raiionB wbh elmnged, 
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and leaving a strong force in Bflyonne, he moved the 1814 
greater ]Kiirt of his troops to hia left, under his own com- 
mand, to defend the country between the Adour and the 
Pyrenees, and to oppose the movement of the allied array 
to ita right, audits advance across the Adour towards 
Bordeaux. The Marquis of Wellington determined, 
by a movement with part of hie array to the right, to give 
occupation to the Ffench, and thereby secure a passage 
across the Adour below Bayunnc, and the complete in- 
vestment of tlie place by the left of his army under 
Lieut, -General Sir John Hope. 

The weather having improved, and the roads become 
practicable in the second week of FehTuaiy, the right 
of the army, consisting of the second and third divisions, 
with a division of Portugmse, and another of Spaniards, 
with cavalry and artillery, amounting altogether to 
about 20,000 men, wfts placed under Lieut.-Gcnera! Sir 
!Ro\v]and Hill, and on the Hth of February commenced 
its march in two columns j the third division marched 
with the left column. 

On the 15th there was an affair between the other 
column and the enemy at Garris, during which the 
Marquts of Wellington himself joined it and took the 
command, and the sixth and light divisions were 
brought up, 

On the 24th of February, the French concentrated at 
Orlhes ori the river Gave de Pau; tho third diviidton 
was at the broken bridge of Bcreaux, five miles lower 
down the river, on the 2f>th, having the sixth and aeventh 
divisions (now arrived under Marshal BcrtKford) on 
its left, while the remainder of tho force was assembled 
in front of OrthpB. On the 2Gth the third division 
forded the river loivcr down^ and a pontoon bridge was 
afk-rwards kid at Bereaux, by which the sixth and 
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1614 fciurth divwions crossed on the moming of the •27th, at 
vvliifli time the third (livisiuii was already posted with 
skirmiiihers throwTi out cIohc upon the left centre of the 
French |X)s.ilion. The sixth division vfa& placed on the 
rin:ht lyctwpcn the third division and the river, and the 
light divinioTi un its left in rear as a reserve. During 
the whole moming there had bi^n occaaional skirmishing 
by the tiiird division, but the real attack commcticed 
£it nine o'clock by the thii-d and sixth divisions on the 
Frenth left centre, and the fuurth and seveotli divi- 
sions on their rig;ht, which last waa intended to be the 
prinei]ml point of attack ; but it having' been found, after 
three hours' hard fighting, that the enemy were there 
too strongly posted^thc Marquis of Wellington ordered 
an advance of the third and sixth divisions, with the fifty- 
second regiment, from the centre upon the left centre of 
the Frencih poeition, which they carried and secured the 
victory ; while Lord Hill, with the second division, had 
crossed the river above Orthes, and nearly cut off the 
only Hnd of retreat open to the enemy, who then re- 
tired from tlie field, but without confusion, and con- 
stiintly resisting tho advance. The allies followed, 
keeping up an incessant fire and cannonade, but lost 
many men, particularly of the third division, which waa 
the most strongly opposed; this continued until the 
French nearly reached the Luy dc Beam river, when 
their retreat became a flight, and they effected their 
escape by the fords and one bridge, which they dee- 
troycd, having lost -1000 men and six guns. 

During the first advance, Li out. -General SirThomas 
Pjcton particularly remarked to Major-General Bria- 
hane the steady movement of his brigade ; and the latter 
reported to hira the notice he hatl taken of the gal- 
lantry of Serjeant-Major McPhereon, uf tlie Si:vENTy- 
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FooBTH, upon which Sir Thomaa Picton expressed to 1814 
the Serjeant-Major his pleasurt' to hear sxich a j^Qod 
report of him, and on the following day^ during a short 
halt on the match, desired Lieut.- Colonel MatinOra, whO' 
commanded thercgiinent in the absence of Lieut.-Colonel 
Trench, to write hts recoTnmendation, which he did on 
a drum-head j the Serjeant-Major was consequently 
promoted to a coraniie^ion on the 31st of March follow- 
ing, and was afterwards a captnin in the Rc(^iment.* 

The following Division Order was issued l>y Lieut- 
General Sir Thomas Picton on the occasion of the 
battle of Orthes!- 

" Carnma, 4lh March, IBM. 
"UlVISION Obdei!. 

" The Licut.-Gencral has groat satisfaction in con- 
*' gratulating' the division on the brilliant bucccsb of 
*' the attack made upon the enemy's position in tho 
'* neijrhbourhood of Orthca, a very important part of 
" which fell to the corps of the third division to 
" execute. 

" The Lieut. -General had, from his situation, acom- 
" plete view of the whole operations of the division on 
" that memorable day, and the respective rcgimonU, 
" British and Portugucset arc entitled to hie ontiro 
" approbation, Stt," 

The caauattiea in the regiment at tho battle of 
Ortbee were ; — one sorjcapt and seven rank and t\o 
killed; and five offit-ers, Cajitain Lyster, Lieut. Ewing, 
(mortally — -died shortly alWrwards,) Lieut. Irmnwido, 
EnKigns Shore and Luttrell, one scrjcant, one drum- 
mer, and seventeen rank and lile wounded.

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1814 The rpgimonl hiwt'iwwveti the Royal authority to Ijcar 
on the regimental i:ult>Ur anJ ap]X)intment8, the word 
"OHTiiES,"infoniinciii>rationorit38erviceB in this battle. 

After the battle of Ortht.^, the French unilcr Marshal 
Sotilt Continue-Ill their rttreat duriiiir the night to St. 
Sever, on the Aduur, breaking down behind them all 
bridges over the streama which crosKcd their line of 
retreat, and also that over the Adour j they then turned 
to the rifrkt to Barcclormc, higher up the Adour, aban- 
doning the direct road to Bordeaux. 

On the 28th of t'ebruary the allica advanced to St. 
Sevor, but their ojicrationa were delayed by the neees* 
sity of repairing the bridgey^ cs|)ccially as the smaller 
rivers and torrents were flooded by heavy rains, 

The regiment was, with the rest of the third division, 
kept in movement, but not actively engaged with the 
enemy, until the 7th of March ; it waa then cantoned at 
Aire, on the left bank of the Adour, until the 13th. 
On the Hth it was moved, with the sixth diviBion^ to 
the river Lees.,, in support of Lieut.-General Sir Rowland 
Hill, who was threatened with a formidable attack, which 
however, did not take place. On the 1 ^th of March the 
whole of the Allied army advanced up the Adour, ottcti- 
pying both sides of that river; the Frt-nch falling back 
slowly before them. The third division was in tho centre 
column, which, on the lUth, about mid-day, came up with 
a division of the French, drawn up on very defensible 
ground, among some vineyardu in front of the town of 
Vie Uigorrc. The Marquis of Wellington and Lieut.- 
Gcneral Sir Thomas Picton having' reconnoitred the 
position, the third division wob ordered to attack about 
twoo' clock, and advanocd, preceded by (skirmishers ; they 
drovothe Froneh before them without meeting ao much 
opposition a^ was ejipected from the strength of the

jiosition, and encamped in the evening' about three IS14 
miles l)cyond the town of Vic Bigorvc, 

The Marquis of Wellington stated in bis despatch : — 

" On the following day (the 19th) the enemy held a 
" strong roar-guard in the vineyards in front of the 
" town of Vic Bigorrc ; Lieut,- General Picton, with the 
■' third division and Major-Gcncral Rock's brigade, made 
"a very handsora.c movement upon this rear- L;uavd, 
" and drove them through ths; vineyards and town." 

Two officers of the regiment, Lieut. Atkinson and 
Knei^i Flood, were wounded in this affair. 

The enemy retired in the night upon Tarbes; on 
the 20th of Mari-h, at daybreak, the allies advanced, the 
third, with the sceond division under Lord Hill, forming 
the right column, direct upon Tarbes, After some 
sharp fighting, in which the <;cntre and left of the alUea 
took the chief part, but in which the Seventv-fourtii 
M'Cie also engaged, and lost some men, the right column 
crossed the Adour atTarbes, and was encamped with the 
rest of the Allied anny upon the Larret and Arroz rivers. 

During the night Marshal SouU retreated towards 
TouUiitse^ followed on the iJlst by the allies, who con- 
tinned their advance, until on the 20th they arrived in 
presence of the French army, ^joated behind the Touch 
river, and covering Toulouse. This city, standing on 
the right bank of the river Garonne, above its junction 
with the great canal of Langucdoc, is thus covered on 
thrw sidej* by wn.tcr-coui'ses. The suburb of St. Cyprien, 
on the left or wcatern Iwink (hf the Garonne, communi- 
c ales with the city by a bridge, but the city itself is 
accessible only from the south ; and its strong though old- 
fashionpd walU had been rendered more defensible by 
roitciiibts, and by an exterior line of cntrcnrhmentj}, on n 
strong and rugged rimgi^ of lieight» about two mi'ct* in

clrivi.'U within tlit; R^uliurl" iif St. Cjprien, and scverai 
attempts vrcvc made to attack them by crossing the 
Garonne ttlwvcToulouflL', Opcralions were however im- 
pelled Iiy the floods and rajjidity of the river, until the 
3rJ of April, when the third, fourth, and sixth divisimiti, 
with three lirigadea of cavalry under Marshal Bcrcsford, 
pasHod over by a pontoon liriflge fiiteen miles below 
Toiiloufic ; but the crossing of the remainder of the army 
was ii^ntiii impeded by tho risiiig ef the river, which 
caused the removall of the bridges, until the Sth, when 
the Marqula of Wellington crossed and advanced within 
five miles of TouIoubo ; Sir Uowland Hill with two 
divisions roiuaining ou the left banlt. 

The MarquiB of Wellington then fixed his plan of 
attiicli on thir French pusitiun, aucording to which, on the 
leftoftlie Garonne Lieut General Sir HuwLand Hill was 
to menace the suburb of St. Cyprien, while on the right of 
iho river the third and light divisions were to menace the 
northern front, driving the enemy'b outposts within tho 
canal, from its junction with the Garonne to the com- 
mencement of the range of heights at the hill of Pugade, 
A Spanish division wau to carry that hill, and the fourth 
andMixthdiviniony, under Marshal Herosford,torarry tho 
heights beyond it. On the 10th of April, at almut six 
o'clock in the morning^, the battle commenced, and the 
different columns advanced according to order. Tho 
third division on the right, next the Garonne, drove in 
the aut]H)HtH of the enemy for above three miles, as far as 
the bridge of Jumeaux on the cunal ; this brtdg^e was 
defended by a strong palisaded tete-de-yont, too htgh to 
be forced without ladders, and approachable only along 
an open Hat. Six companies of the Suvkntv-fouktu 
(thr*i(j under Brevet-Major Miller and three under 
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Captain McQueen) were ordered to attack this work, 1814 
whitOi Ihcy did in tlic most gallant style; but it was 
commanded from the opposite side of the canal, and was 
impregnable without artillery 5 the attacking- party was 
therefore compelled to retire, after sustaining a most 
severe loss. The French then occupied the work in 
great force, and the continued efforts of the whole bri- 
gade could not diaposscaa them. The attack upon this 
work wass unfortunately ordered by Lieut.- General Sir 
Thomas Picton, after the duty assigned to his divisioTi of 
driving- in the outposts and menacing the enemy had 
bees performed, although the impossibility of carrying- 
the work without artillery had bcLm represented to him.* 

TUo Spani-sh attack upon the Pu^adc hill bad mean- 
while been rcpulHed, but after a long and severe conteat> 
the fourth and sixth divisions tarried the entrenched 
heights and works ; the Frent'h then withdrew behind 
the canal, and thus ended the battle. 

The casualties in the regiment at the battle ot 
Toulouse were, four officers. Captains Thomas Andrews 
and William Tew, Lieut. Hamilton and Ensign John 
Parkinson, one scrjeant, and thirty-two rank and file 
killed ; and five officerB, Brevet-Major Miller, Captain 
Donald McQueen, and Lieuts. Jason Hassard. William 
Graham, and E. J. Crabbc ; four Serjeants, and ninety- 
four rank and file woundcd.f 

The regiment has received the Royal authority to 
bear on the regimental colour and appointments, the 
word *' TouLODSK," in commemoration of its services in 
this battle. 

Major-General Brisbane, (now General Sir Thomas

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ISU Bristiaiie, and Colonel of tW- thirtj-fourt'h regiment.) 

commannletl thr Lrij^ado, iind waa wounded. 

The Kreni-h lost fivegcniTals, and al»out three thousand 
officoTs and men, and tlu* Allies four generaJ sand about 
four thousand officers and men, including two thou^And 
Sjtaniftrds killed and wounded in this hard-fuught, but 
HB it proved, unnecessary batllcr 

On the llthof April the rcTiewal of the attack was 
delayed by the want of ammunition, and the French 
a1u\ndoned the city during the night, retiring to the 
youtliward upon Carcassonni*. On the 12th the Allies 
entered Toulouse in triumph ; in the afternoon of the 
eamc day intelligence arrived of the abdication of 
NaiJoieon and the tenninatlonqf the war. Had not the 
ofRccra conveying this intelligence been detained on 
their journey by the police, the battle of Toulouse, and 
the sfttrlficc of many valuable lives, would have been 
prevented, 

The regiment remained in Toulouse until the 24th, 
when it marched down the Garonne to Grenade and 
wascautonwl Uktl', until, on the Ifit of June, it marched 
for nianquefort, near Bordeaux, where it arrived and 
was encamped on the 13th. On the 14th of June, the 
IDuke of Wellington took leave of hia Peninsular army 
in a well-known [;cncral order.' 

The SKVENTY-FOunTH marched on the 26th of June 
to the village of Chateau Margaux. where the regiment 
was ca-oloned, until on the 4th of July it marched in the 
morning to Fauillac^ and was conveyed in a transport 
to Verdun roads, where it was transferred with part 
of the GOth regiment to His Majeaty'a ship " Clarence " 
of 74 guns, and on the '25th of July disembarked at Cove, 
and marched to Cork. 
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The Sevkntt-fourth, ahhoii;g;h only a single bat- 1814 
taHon regiment, had thus remained effective in the field, 
and TTiaintaiTicd itb place Iti tho flg-hting division during 
the whole period from its leaving Lisbon to join the 
army on the 27th of Fcbi-uary^ IHIO, until its embark- 
ation at PauiUac on the 4th of July, lNl-1. 

The record of ita services during these eventful year9> 
■will be sufficient to prove how well the corps main- 
tained tho hig"h chararter it had at first acquired in tlie 
East Indies, and how well it earned the distinction, 
sin^-e conferred upon it, of bearing the word "Pi; niksula" 
on tho regimental colour and apiwintments. 

Inconsidcrationof tho mcntorious conduct of the non- 
commissioned officers and nieu of the regiment during | 
the war, Colonel Trench applied to the Oommandcr-in- 
Chief to authorise those most distinguished among them 
to wear silver incdaU in eoninicni oration of their aervices. 
The sanction of the Commander-in-Chief was conveyed 
to Colonel Trench in a letter from the Adjutant-General, 
bearing dato "Morse Guards, 30th Juno, 18H." 

Medals were accordingly granted to the deserving ' 
eumvorsof the campaigns, who were divided into three 
claaaes; first class, men who had served in eight or ' 
nine general actious ; second class, in six or eeven general 
actions; third elass, in four or five general actions. 

Shortly after its anival in Ireland, the regiment 
marehcd from Cork to Galway. 

In January, 18l,j, it was notified to Colonel Trench 1815 
that HiB Royal Highness the Prince Regent had been 
pleased to confer u]«>n him the distinction of a Knight 
Commander of the Order of the Bath, in consideration 
of hie eminent services while in command of the 
Skvkwtv FduitTii regiment. Major and Brevet Lieut- 
Colonel Manners was appointed a Companion of the 
Order at the same time. 
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18l^ In the niimlh ol'. June, the ri-gimcTit waa suddenly 

ordered t'voin Galway to Cork, for the purpose of cni' 
barking on scn'it^o in Belgium, but before it rcacht.'d 
Cork, news had boon received of the termination of the 
war by the crowning victory of Waterloo ; the regiment 
was therefore sent to Limerick, and the hcaJ-quartcrs 
immediately moved to Hathkcalc^ being there stationod, 
with various detachments throughout the country, 
whii'h was then in a very disturhod statCn In the 

1816 month of March, 1816, the detachmenta were relieved 
and marched to Dublin, where the regiment waa con- 

1817 ccntratcd until July, 1HI7, when it was removed to the 
north of In-lantl, and the head-quarters were; stationed 
at Stniliaue, with various detaehraentB." 

1818 On the 16th of February, 1818, thq regiment marched 
from Strabane to Fcrnioy, being under orders to em- 
bark for Colonial Service in North America, 

At Fermoy, on the 6th of April, new colours were 
presented to the corps. The old ones, which had been 
n^rcivcd in 1802, and carried in so many victorious 
fields, were burned, and the atihes dcpuaited in the lid 
of a gold Barco[(ha}5UM stiulF-box, udaid with jjart of 
the wood of the colour slavea, on which the following 
in!«':ription was engraved : — ■" This box, composed of the 
"old Btandarda of the Skventy-fuuiith regiment, was 
" formed as a tribute of respect to the memory of those 
" who fell, and of eetccm for those who survived the 
" many glorious and arduous services on which they 
'■ were always victoriously carried, during a period of 
" sixteen years in India, tho Peninsula, and France. 
" Tlicy were presented to the regiment at Wallajahbad 
"in 1802. and the shattered remains were burned at 
"Fermoy on the Gth of April, 181S." This box has 
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licen ever since carefully preserved by the officera as a^ia 
sacred reliquc. 

The regiment was marehed from Fcrraoy to Cork, 
embarked on board five transports at Cove on the 
9tli, and SAilcd for Halifax, Nova Scotia, on the 13th 
of May, Ifsaving" one depot company, which was sent to 
the Isle of Wight, 

On arrival at Halifax, three companiea under a 
Field Officer, were sent to St. John's, Newfoundland ; 
the remainder proceeded to St. John's, NcwBrunswifk, 
and landed on the 8tli of July, Two companies remained 
stationed there 5 but the head ([uartyra and five com- 
paniiis proceeded to Frederickton. 

In the end of the year 1818, the establishment of the 
regiment was reduced to ton comjKinics of sixty-five 
r»nk and Hlc, 

In the month of Aufrust, IS'il. it was again reduced 1821 
to eii^lit companies of scvciity-two raidt and file. 

Nothing worthy of notice occurred to vary the usual 
routine of peaceful colouinl service, and the reg-iment 
and dctaohmciits remained at the same stations until 
the end of July. 13:23, when it embarked at St. John's 1823 
for Halifax, Xova Seotia, whcr^ the whole was brought 
together in the month of September. 

On the ^Ist of May, 1825, a company was cmLarkcd 1825 
fur Bermuda and two moro followed on Iho lltli uf 
July, but the whole returned to Halifax in the 
month of October. 

In the month of Aug-ust, 1 825, the establishment was 
aufipucnted to ten companiea ; aix service companies of 
eighty-sijtrankandfilc, ami four depot companioa of fifty- 
HI X rank ami file. The non-commissioned officers and 
staiVfor.the formation of a four-conii»any depot, were sent 
to England on the commencement of the new system.

n the \mi ul Auguat, IW^S, tliree divisions ol the 
regiment tiiiLarkttl fur i3criiiuda, where they arrived 
on the *<!4th t tho hcatl-iiuartorfi and remainder of the' 
regiment embarked on the 24th, and landed at Bermuda 
on the l^lst of August. 

In Det'cmljcr, i82',>^ the service companies were 
ordered home from Bcrmudaj and the head-quarters and 
three companies, under Lieut. -Colon el Mein^ embarked 
on the -J-lth, sailed on the 27th of DtTumbcr, 18-29, 
and arrived at Cork on the 10th of February, 18:^0; 
the remaining three companies, under Major Hutcbiti- 
Bon, etnbarked on the 14th of Jan«t»ry, and arrived at 
Cork on the 'Jrth of February, IS30. 

The depot companies had lauded at Cork, from 
England, on the ISth of Aug^iat, 1829, and were united 
with the service companies on their arrival ; the regi- 
ment remained at Cork from February until Augiist, 
1830, when it marched to Liini-rirk, and waa there 
Btationed. 

On the 23rd of February, 1831, three companies of 
two hundred men, under Major Crabbc, marched 
from Limerick to Ennis; on the 18th of March one 
hundred and twenty men proceeded to the same 
place, and during the remainder of the month and 
beginning of Aiiril, the reat of the regiment, ex- 
cepting- the staff and one company, marched to various 
stations in the ■county of Clare, where the corps was 
employed for several months on constant active duty 
in c<mseqUGnce of the disturbances and outrages cxistin j 
in the country. 

In the month of October, 1831, the regiment was 
removed to Tcmplcmore; in September, 1832, to Kil- 
kenny ; in May, 1633, to Dublin; in April, 1834, to 
Kcwry ; and in .luly to Belfast; where, in the beginning of 
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Sepleinbor.an order was received to form a fuur-company *83-i 
ilcpot, anJ fur the six survicc companies lo embark for 
Rarbadoes. The first division, consisting of three com- 
]>aniea under Major McQueen, was accordingly conveyed 
by steamers from Btdfast on the 3Uh, arriving at Kings- 
ton harbour on the ftillowing day, and embarked, under 
Major Mamnn, on iho Ist of October (Major McQueen 
having retired from the scn-jee), on board of the 
"Amity'* transport for Uarbadoes, where it arrived on 
the Ulth of November, but, being-put in quarantine^ did 
not disembark until the 9th of December. The head- 
quaitcT dinsion, consisting of the three remaining com- 
panies, under Lieutenant-Colonel Mcin, was conveyed 
by steamer from Belfast on the 1st, and arrived at 
Kingston on the 2nd of October, embarked on board of 
the " Lord Wellington" transport on the iGth of October, 
reached Barbadoes on the "iQth of November, and was 
then ordered tu proceed to the island of Grenada, where it 
disembarked on the 6th of December, 1S34, The re- 
giment remained thusetationod, divided into two wings, 
until Novemlier 1815i, when, in obedience to a General '835 
Order, dated Barl)adoe9, 23rd October, the left wing 
embarked at Parbadoca on the 3rd, and landed at 
Antigua on the 5th of November. The head-quarters 
and right wing embarked at Grenada on the I3lh, and 
landed at Antigua on the 17th of November. The 
regiment remained at Antigua until the 5th of Feb- 
ruary, 1837, when it embarked for Dominica and St. 1837 
Lucia; three companies landed at Dominica on the 0th, 
and the remaining three companies and head-quarters 
arrived at St, Lucia on the l'2th of February. An 
order was subsequently rweived for the head-quartera 
to move to St. Vincent, in conBoquence of which one 
company embarked at Dominica on the 30th of May, 
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IftST and urired at St. Lona oa the 2iid of June, where the 
lieailH)iiatt«n and aoothn- rompany were talcen on board 
tJbe aaiBe transport, and airired at St. Vincent on the 
l*2tliorJanr. 

1838 InAptil, lS3S.anardeT vasmeiTedforther^ment 
to return to St Lncia. and for two companies to be 
sent to BaTimdoe&. Accordii^T the bead'quarters and 
all at St Vincent emharl^ m tike 2Sth of April ; the 
bead-quarters landed at Sc Lnria on the 5th of May, 
and the two oompanies fton Sc Vincent proceeded to 
Barbadoes. 

1S39 In January, 1639, the head-quarters and two com- 
panies were removed from St. Lucia to Barbadoes, but 
were ag'ain moved to Trinidad in the following month, 
where the regiment remained, with one company at 

1840Tobago, until June^ lS40,vhra it was moved to Barba- 
does, and the whole of the service ctanpanies were 
united there in the following month, for the first time 
since their arrival in the West Indies. During the 
time ihc regiment was statior.ed at Trinidad, from 
November, 1839, it was attacked by fever and dysentery, 
which caused great mortality, and ferer ciMitinued pre- 
valent in the regiment until its mnoval to Barbadoes ; 
with this exception the SEVESTT-FctrRTH regiment re- 
mained remarkably healthy during the whole of its 
service in the West Indies. 

1841 On the 1st of May, IS4I> the rc^ment sailed from 
Barbadoes for Canada, and on the 21Hh arrived at 
Quebec, wbenoe il was immevliately sent on to Montreal,

colonial service being now ended, the rogimont, under the 
command of Lieu tenant- Colonel Crahbe, was embarked 
at Halifax for England on tlic -Ith of March, 1845, 1845 
on board of Her Majesty's troop ship "Resistance;" 
arrived off Deal on the; :27th, disembarked at Deal on tho 
29th of March, and proceeded to Canterl)Ury, where the 
depot was then stationed, and was amalgamated with 
the service companicB immfdiatelj on thctr arrival. 

Shortly after its return frum America,Lieutcnnnt- 
Colonel Crabbe, commanding the regimeut, submitted 
to the Comraander-in-Chicft through the Colonel (Lieu- 
tcnant-Gcneval Sir Phineas Riall), the earnest desire of 
the officers and men to lie i>erniittcd to resume the 
national garb and designation of a Highland regiment. 
under which the Seventt-fourth had been originally 
embodied. 

The Lieutenant- Colonel having himself first joined. 
the regiment as a Highland rorps in the year 1807, and 
having served with it continuously during the interven- 
ing period, knew by hia own experience, and was able 
to certify to the Commander-in-Chief, bow powerfully 
and favourably its character had been influenced by its 
original organization; and also that throughout the 
varied services and changes of so many yciira, a strong 
national feeling, and a connexion with Scotland by 
recruiting, had been constantly maintained. VariouB 
considerations, howevir, induced an application for per- 
mission to modify theoriginal dress of kilt and feathered 
bonnet, and withthcreBumcd designation of a Highland 
corps, to adopt the tre^s and bonnet as eatftblishcd. for 
the seventy-first regiment. 

His Grace the Duke of Wellington was jtleaKcd to 
return a favourable answer to the application, in Buch 
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IH45terin« an to ri^ndcr his consent doubly gratifying* to 
tho corjMS, causing It to be intimated to the Colonel, 
by a letter from thi^ Adjutant-Q-encraL, bearing date 
"Horsq Guartls, 13th August, lS45,"*that he would 
I'ocoinmL'nd tu Her Majcaty that the Seventy -fourth 
ruj^iment bKouIJ bo permitted to resume the appel- 
lation of a Highland Tcg^iment, and to be clothed. 
" awordingly in conipliment to the services of that 
vu^imcnt su well known to His Grace in India and in 
Eurujje." 

Subacqucntly, in theG^ettc of the 14th November, 
1845, tho following announcotnent wa^ published : — 

" War Office, 8/A Ifiu'ember, 1845. 

*' MuMoRAfenrM. — Her Majesty has been graciously 
" pleased to approve of tbe SKVKNTY-POUHTii foot 
" resuming the appellation of the SEVENTy-FoVKTH 
" (Highland) rcgimc^nt of foot, and of its Iwing clothed 
" iiccordingly ; that is, to wt^ar tho tartan trews instead 
" of the Oxford mixtui'o ; plaitl cap instead of tho 
" black chaco ; and the plaid acarf as worn by the 
*' Bcvonty-Iiiyt regiTncnt, 

*' The alteration of the dress ia to take place on the 
" tiext issue of clothing, on the Jst of April, 1846." 

The national designation of the regiment was of 
course immediately resumed, and the Tccruitinghaa been 
since carried on solely in Sratlatid with uniform suctesB. 

The alteration of the regimental uniform, as sanc- 
tioned by Her Majesty, was effected at the date above- 
mentioned. 

The regiment remained at Canterbury from the 

^9th of March to the 29th of Auguat, I8i5, whcnitjjro- 
cgedod to Gosport. 
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On the 3rd of January, iS16, the rGgimcnt moved 1846 
to Portsmouth, whunt'i;. in thu month of August, it 
was ordered to Scotland, 

A detachment of two companies for Dundee, and 
one for Perth, cmbarlcod on board the " Athol" tiooi> 
ship on the ^'2nd of Aug-ust, and landed at Dundee on 
the 3rd of September. 

A detachment of one field officer and two companies 
for Paisley embarked on the 9th of Septenibor, on board 
Hef Majesty's steamer ^' Scourge,"' and landed at 
Lcith on the 1:2th, 

The heatl-quarters. with two field oflicGrs and three 
companies, emliarlicd on board of Her Majesty's 
Bteamer '■ Gladiator" on the 12th of September, and 
landed at Aberdeen on the 1 5th. 

A detachment of one company for Stirling and 
Bunfermline, and one for Paisley, embarked on the 
213rd of September, on board Her Majcsty'a steamer 
'' Scourge," aud landed at Leith on the 25th. 

The regiment remained at Aberdeen with the before- 
mentioned detachments until the 25th of Xovember, 
when it was moved by steamer to Granton pier, landed 
there on the following day, and proceeded by railway 
to Glasgow, where it was joined liy the detachments 
from Dundee, Perth, Stirling, and Dunfermline. 

In July. 1S47, the rogiiment was ordered to Ireland, 1847 
and embarked at Glasgow, the first division on the 3rd of 
July, and the head-qiiarter division on the Hth, on 
board of Her Majesty''3 atcamer '' Birkenhead," land- 
ing at Belfast on the following days. It remained 
stationed there until the month of December, when it 
was moved to Dublin, and the head-quarters arrived 
in llithmond Btirfacks, Dublin, on the lUlh of Decem- 
ber, 1847. but remained with live companies on de- 
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Limerick, and retains the hope of obtaining a more 1850 
active field for the display of its energies, and of giving 
to a future historian of the Seventy-fourth High- 
landers, the duty of recording achievemeats worthy of 
a place beside those of the victors oiAs$aye, and of the 
stormera of Badajoz.

Sir Archibald Campbell, K.B., 

Appointed 12th October, 1787. 

Major-General Sir Archibald Campbell, who raised 
the Seventy-foorth regiment in the year 1787, was ap- 
pointed its first Colonel, and a few years after his decease, 
which occurred in 1791, a monument was erected to his 
memory in Westminster Abbey, which records his services 
to his King and Country, and a copy of the inscription thereou 
is inserted at pi^e 125. 

Charles O'Hara, 

Appointed 1st April, 1791. 

Charles O'Hara was appointed cornet in tlie third dr^oons 
in December, 1752, and in 1756 he was promoted to lieutenant 
and captain in the second foot guards. He served in Portugal 
in 1762, and performed the duties of quartermast^r^eneral to 
the army under Lieut.-General tlie Karl of Loudoun, In 
1769 he was promoted to the rank of captain and lieut.- 
coloiiel ; and he served with his regiment in North America, 
In the autumn of 1781 he was promoted to the rank of major- 
general. He commanded the brigade of foot guards under 
Lieut.-General the Karl Cornwallis, in Virginia ; distinguished 
himself at the passage of the Catawba river, on the Ist of 
February, 1781 ; and was wounded at the baltle of Giiildfiird 
OD the 15th of March. In 1782 lie was nominated to the 
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pfilimelcy of tlie (wcnty-second ret;;imeiit; wns removed tn tlie 
HiiVKSTY-potfitTF HicHLANPERs iip 1791, aticl was Rdvuncetl 
to the rank of lieut, -general in 1793. He commaiided tiie 
Hriibli tniops at Toiilon, and was wounded anil tuktn prisoner 
ill titi action willi tlie French repiiUtican li-Of))»s on the 301 li wf 
November, 1793. His servipes- were revviiniwl wLtli the ap- 
pninttneitt yf Governor of GiliralLar, and in 1798 he was 
prumottid lo tlie rank of general. It ia recnrtled tliat he 
pr^ewct'd a tmppy cuiubinatioii of lulents ; was a brave and 
erilerpriHiug solrtier, a strict d!scii>linariiU], and a polile aitd 
necoiuplrsiiei] gentleman. He died at Gibraltar on the 2ist uf 
Fobniary, 1802. 



John Lobd Hutcuinson, K.6., 

Appointed %Ut March, 1802, 

TuE UosfOKABLE John IIely Hutchinson entered tlie army 
in January, 1T74, as curcift in the eigliteeiitli tight dragoo&B, 
auil jii OctiitiBr, 177G, !ie was proiiiutud vapjain cif a company 
ill ihe sixty-sovei^ih rejfiiiieHt: in 1777 he ivaa electe*! u 
Aleiiiber of Farliauieiit for Cork. On tlie 2Iiit September, 
17S]| ]ie was advanced to the rank, of major in the »eventy- 
scvfciiilh, or Athol Ilightandurs* in wtiich corps he rose to the 
rank of ]i«nt.-oolonel in I7S3 ; but iii^ regimcnl: was A\&- 
biliiiieil on the tenniiialioii of the American war. ITa\'injr 
pi'tiviunsly studied taclica at Htrasbnvg;, he again visited the 
Coatinviit, and acquired additional informattnn an military 
MibjeclH. Soon after the commtncenietJt of ihe l-Veiitli re^o- 
luliunary war, li@ letnnii^i to the United Kingdoni; itas 
pnimot'ed to rlie rank of colonel on the Uf, of Marcli, 1794 ; 
and, taking grieat inlereiif in raising the ninety-fourtli regtmpljt, 
\\e was appointed colonel of iliat corps in October, which wna 
rednced in 1795. lie served two canipnigns in Flanders, aa 
lixita airMe-camp lo lieul -general Sir Ralph Abercromby. 
lie was promoti.'d to (lit rank of inajor-gciieral in 1796; ami 
serving- in Ireland during thcr rebellion in I79S, he wna itecond 
in command at (he action at Caaflebnr. He also served in 
the t?\pMlilion fii llolhuiil in 17^9, and ImiiorKble mention in 
mode of hia (j;allant conduct in tJie [nihlic de-ipatrlioM. Having 
piveii proof of hr» cupttbitilio^ aa a (iuneml Officer, he was 
n'xnniated eecunil in conniinnd lit the esptilition tu K^ypt, 

I U 
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under Lieot.- General Sir Ralph Abercromby ; and after the 
death of that officer from wounds received iu theaction of the 
2Ut of March, the command of the troops devolved on 
Major-General Hutchinson, who found himself suddenly placed 
at the head of the army under circumstances of a peculiarly 
difficult character. In the subsequent operations in £g7pt 
he evinced talent and energy, sustaining the honour of bis 
Sovereign, promoting the glory of his country, and forcing the 
French '* Army of the East" to evacuate Kgypt. For his 
services in this enterprise he twice received the thanks of both 
Houses of Parliament ; he gained the approbation of his 
Sovereign ; was nominated a Knight of the Bath ; received 
the Order of the Crescent from the Grand Seignior ; was 
elevated to the peerage by the title of Babon HDTCHiNsoif 
OP Alexandria and of Knocklofty, in the county of Tippe- 
rary ; and received an important addition to his income. He 
was also nominated Governor of Stirling Castle ; and was 
appointed by His Majesty, Colonel of the Seventt-fourth 
regiment on the 2lst of March, 1802. In 1808 his Lordship 
was promoted to the rank of Lieut. -General. 

Tlie subsequent services of Lord Hutchinson were of a 
diplomatic character : in November, 1806, he proceeded on 
an extraordinary mission to the Prussian and Russian armies ; 
and he afterwards proceeded to the Court of St. Petersburg. 
In 1806 he was nominated to the colonelcy of the fifty-seventh 
regiment, and was removed in 1811 to the eighteenth Koyal 
Irish regiment. In 1813 he was promoted to the rank of 
General. On the decease of his brother, in 1825, lie suc- 
ceeded to the title of Eabl of Donouqiihore, He died on 
the 6th of July, 1882. 



Sir John Stuart, KB., Couitt of Maida, 

Appointed Sih September, 1806. 

JoUN Stoart obtained a commission of ensign in the Third 
Foot Guards in 1779, and proceeding to North America, 
received a dangerous wound, while serving under Earl Com- 
wullis, in Carolina. On the breaking out of the war of the 
French revolution in 1793, he accompanied liia regiment to 
Flanders, and wa-i soon afterwanls promoted to captain and 
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lii?iit,-poloiie] ; )ie wa)* engagpil in niiintTods BOrvicps, niif! 
eventually cumnminleii one 'if the batt»1iun» of Toot giianla 
aervuig' ucider His RoyEiI Ilijjhiiesa tlie Duke of York. In 
]79l5 lie wai |)mitiic>tf»i to the rniik of colonel. lie served iis

From Minoi-ta he proceeded with the expedition to Egypt, 
utider Lieiit.-Gfnwal Sir Ralph Abercruniby, and eviuoenl 
talent and enterprise at the iiead of a foreio^n bii^arle, at the 
batik' of Alexandria, on the 2Liit of March, 1801 ; tli« French 
InvincibEe standard wa^one of ihe t.ropliies acquired by (ha 
Qut;en*» German liegiiuent. At the tern una titmi of the catci- 
jtaign iu Jilgypt, he returned to Knglikiid, from wlielice he 
proceeded on a political mission tu Constaniinople; and 
afWwards a<isu]i9ed the conmiand of iht! Urilish troops at 
Alexandria; his conduct during the pi.>rlijil thut Egypt woa 
the Bcene of civil war between Lb« Turks ftiiJ Mamelukes, 
[>roc!irt'd hiui the approbalion of his Savereign ; and he was 
irennitti'd to receive tlie Order of t!ie Crescent from the 
(ji-and Seignior. On tlie 29lli of April, 1802, lie was [iro- 
iDDtnl to tlie rank uf nittjor-goiieral ; and in lH04nnd 18C.3iie 
commanded a brigade on the coast of Kent, in readine^ to 
repel the menaced French iuMifioj], He aflerwurds accom- 
pauiinl Liieul.-tleneral Sir James Craig witli thy eitpiedition to 
Kaptex, and was left in command of tlie Britisii tr<Kips on tlie 
island of S-icily. The French assembled a force in Calabria, 
for the invasion of Sicily, and Mttjor^Geneml Stuart formed 
liie diiMi<jn of cutting oH' the French dlvi^^ion under General 
liej^nit-r; tiicrusitll was the Uaiti-rop Maii>a, wfierejOn the 
4th of July 180G, a victory was gained Mhich rdlected yreat 
credit on Major-Uenera.! Stuart, aud Jujitveon the llritish atni*. 
The British Miinisttir at Palermo staled, icini] oHicial (loinmu- 
nJcation — "There is not tobelijiniil in the annuls of iiLilitary 
transactions an enteriirise prepared with more deliherate relli-c- 
tiOD,or executed with greater decision, prunipritnde.ftnd i^uc- 
cess, than the late invasion of Calabria by Sir .Toh:i Smart. 
1 truBtt therefore, yon will not fitink m*j presumptuous, for 
venturing 10 iwld iny testimony of Ihe high sense etitertninpil by 
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lliidCourf.ur llin tncrilft of tUv BritUli OciiC'ral, nrirl r»f \i'\* ^ 
Juiit itniij', wIji) on llie fi^rtil^! plains nf Muida, liavetKltleit aw 
trnphiiM |i> tliOttii whjcli ihe same irtwpo \mA formerly carnvil 
frocii tlit> same enemy, on the aonily rpgictns of Kgypt.** For 
liiH coriiliict on tliis Qccostun, Major- G en ei-al S'uart received 
tliG ihaiikH uf ParHuttiEint with t\ie vote of a thoiisatid pounds 
a year fur life, tliu aiipiobalion of his Sovereign, and the 
dignity ofKniglit of the Itath; ho wok created Cot!MT of 
Maida by the Kiriff of the Two Sicilies; anil the city of 
IrtHidoii votwl him (heir fref.'doni and a sword ; an<l on the 
8th of SuplcmlM^r, 1&06, Ilia Majesty K\u<^ George III., 
conferred yji him the colonuluy of the Sevb?itx-fqurtH 
regiment. He was aflvanci^ to lite rank of Meut.-general on 
Uie 25tli April, 1808; and oii tiie 29lh Dtceiiiljer of the 
following year Hia Majesty King George III. c-oiiferrpd on 
him the eulniielcy of the twentieth regiment. He again 
ctiutinguiahed hiiiiMuLf i)i liefeatiiig Dig designs of Marahul 
Mural, on whom Najnoletui had coiiftirretl the kingdom of 
Napltin, »n<] wliu made cxtenviive pr^pni-arioqB for the invasion 
of Sinily 1 but suBtained a decisive repiiUe in ISIO, when a 
French standard wau captured; and the Count of Maida 
Was rewarded wilh the Order of St- Gennoro. Lieut-General 
Sir John Stuart, aJ^er hi^ return to Ent^linid, was appointed, 
on tli«i IQth of JuiH', IS13, to the comiiiatid of ili« western 
dietTict of Great Britain. He died in 1815. 



The Honorable Sir Alexandeh Hon;, G.C.B. 

Appointed '29fk December I80&. 

The IIONORAnLE ALEXAM&ett lloi-i: entered the army as 
ensign in the aixty-third regiment,, on the 6cli of March, 
178(>i nnd afters service of u|]warda of thirteen years he wua 
promoted to the lieuteimnt-i^olonelcy of the fonrteenth Foot, 
On iJie Slth of August, 1794- He cidumatidyd tlio n'ginieiit 
durii]^ its retreat through ITolhmd, and in tbi; ntiack of the 
Frencli post at Gneldtrmal^en, oii the 8ih oi Janimry, Uiti, 
lie received a wound in the shoulder, which dupriveil hiiu of 
the use of hi« right arm. He wa,s apjioinltid goverimr of 
Tynemouth and Clifi'ord'fl fort, in 1797; lieutenant-governor 
of liilinburgli CmiLle, in 1798 ; and deputy ailjutant-g^'imral 
to the cxpeflition to Uoiland, in 179!1. lie ^nis i>ru(tiori.'d irn 
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he rank of uuloiitil iu thti nrmy, mi the 1st. uf January, 1800; 
ami to the colonelcy of tlie Fifth West Iijiiia Regiment, on tlie 
30th of October, 1806. In A[3Til, 1808, be vtm further [iro- 
moted to the rank of maji»r-g«nera3, arid on thu 29l.h of 
December ISU^, was appoiiiteil colonel of Ibe Seventt- 
FOCBTK regiment. In April, 1S13, he was removed to the 
colonelcy of the forty-seventh regimeitt ; and in June of the 
same year, he was advanced to the nuik of lieuteiiiiut-gefierftl' 
Hu obtained the rank of general on the S2Md of July, 1830 ; 
nnd tlie colonelijy of the fourteenth regniiiiiit, in 1835. II'Q 
wail noniiiiattil a Xiiight Grand Cross of the Honorable Onier 
of the Bath, and he was also appointed lieuleHant-goverjjor of 
IhQ lioyal Hospital uf Chelsea : he died on the 19th of May, 

1837. 

James Mo^TGOM£RIE, 
Appoifiieii 26th April, 1813. 

This OfBcer was appointci-i ensign in the fifty-firal regiment, 
on the I3th of Stptcmbtir, 1773 ; he join^l at Minorca in 
Ihe beginning of 1774; and in 1775 cj[ciia.nj^ed into the 
thirteenth foot. In the fcjllowtng year he returned with the 
regiment to England, and in 1779 was promoled to a lieu- 
tenanty. In Februaiy, 1780, lie waa pronioled to a company 
in the; latG uinety-tliinl regiment, and saileil with an espedi- 
tion to tlie We-^t Indies. Souii after arriving at Jamaica, the 
ninety -thinl regiment was drafied and sent home; Captain 
Moutgomerie remained in tliat island on the staff, as major of 
brigade to General Garth, and at the end of (he year 1781 
returned to Europe. On the reduction of thu iiinety-thtrd 
regiment at the peace of 1783, thia otHcer was removed to 
the tenth foot, and joined in Jamaica in 1 790 ; in 1 7<iO he was 
sent to England on the r&cruiting service, and in February, 
1793, he rejoineiE his regimentand continutsl with, it until 1794. 
On arriving in England, he was appointed major of brigade 
on the Home Staff under Major-General Eruce'B command ; 
in March l'l9i, he receiveil the brevt^^t rank of major, and in 
May, 1795, wfts appointed lieutenant-colonel of the sixth West 
India regiment ; he sailed with ihc officers to Martinique in 
unler to rai»i that eorpH, but not succeeding, he voluiileered 
liitt eervices in the expedition under General Sir Itatpli Aber- 
cromby in l7'9<3..aiid watt appointed tu conanand tlie troops at 
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St. KiUst where he remained uniil 119S,. when he exclnuii^eU 
into the fartj''tiftii tH'^iment, whii^h he joiiieil at Dominica; 
but ill IttialtliL eliiirtly allerwords ctiinpellcd ]jini to return lo 
Ktig;lan(i. lie vr^ appointed culonel by brevet on Lbe 29th 
of April, 1802; and in 1804 tie was appointed lieulenant- 
ci)luuel in the sixty-fourth regiment. Iji February of tlie 
latter year lie was app&inteil brigeulier-genera,] in the West 
luiiitjs. He Railed in Mftrch wiUi General Sir William Myers, 
commander of lliij forces^ and waa Beleclerl by the government 
ta hold the civil and military oommaijcl at Tobago. Iq 1805 
he was reniovcil to the colonies of Deineram and Berbice, 
wlieru he remained uatil November, 1803, during the greater 
part of whicli time he acted as governor of tliose colonies. 
He was then removed by General Sir George Beckwith to 
Dominica, and in 1809 he returned to Knglaiid. On Uie 25th 
of October, 1809, he received the rank of major-general, atid 
on the 26th of April, 1313, was appuinted by t\i^ Prince 
Regent, in the name and behalf of His Majesty, to tlie colonelcy 
of the Sevemty-fodrtii regiment. On the 4lh of June, 
mii, he wasadvaticed to the rank of lieuteEiant'general. Uis 
Majesty King George the Fourtli, appoijite*] Lieut.-General 
Moiitgumerie to bti colonel of the Ihirlieth regiment, on the 
13th of June, 1623, which lie retained until his deceaite in the 
year 182!^. 

ThbHonobable Sir ChahlesColville, G.C.B., G.C.II., 
Appointed Wh Jme, 1&23. 

On the 26th of December 1781, this officer was appointed 
ensign in the twenty-flightli regiment, which he joined in 
Ireland on the 13th of June, 1787; in September, 1787, he 
wa^ promoted lieutenant, and on the 24tli of Januai-y, 1791, 
was promoted to an inilependent com^iany, and on the 26th 
of May following was appointed to the thirtetnlb regiment. 
Captain Colville Joined the thirteenth regiment at Ja- 
maica in December, l791 ; he flccompanied the expedilion 
to St. Domingo in September, 1793, and was present at 
most of the attacks acid skirndshes, betuetm that time and 
June, 1795, when he returneil to Enylanil. On the 1st of 
September, \1Q^, he waapromoled to Ihc rank of major in the 
Ihirteentli, atid on tlnf 26lii of An-nst, 1796, to that of lit*ut.- 
colonel. ri» M^rvucl with the thirteenth in IriitanU during 
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the rebellion ; in tliecxpwiitioii to Ferrol in 1800; and to Kj;ypt 
in iSOl. Lieut.- Colonel ColviUe was present in dicaetiuiMUi 
lamling-oHtlie 8ih of Marcir, and in those of the i3t!i and 21st 
of tliat niontli ; uriil was subsequently employcil in tlui invest- 
ment of Altixaiiclcin^ and coiitiinicd in Kgijfjt until Mnrcli 
1802. In Aiigast, 1S03. Iiti Joined lii.s r(<g;iHitint at Gibraltar, 
and did clutj there until May, I SOS. On the \at of •Tariimry, 
1805, lie received the brevet rank of colonel ; in February, 
1&08, Colotipl Ci'lviHe a.ccoin|iQ.nlp(l Jiia reginifiit to Periiuida ; 
on the 251 h of December, ]Sn9, he was Jippoitirecl brigiidier- 
yeneral. and Avaa eiripEnyeil in tiie command of tlie Bucond 
brigwie of General Sir Geurge Prevost'a divigioti tif the ariuy, 
in tilt InvestineEil: anil siege vf Fort De^aix, tiiid in the absence 
of Majur-Geneml MuitJand, to the conututnd of llie ^;at^is(lll 
of Gruno^la. On the 25th of July, 1810, lie uaa advanced tii 
Hie Dinit of niajor-gPCitTiil, and whs iippoiiited to llie t?uloiii-[cy 
of tlie fiftli griniHiHi battiiJiun on tlit- lOth ui' OutoLitT, 1812, 
and ho subsequently served on th^slaffuf the Feninsnla. On 
the 2Htii (pf Aftvil, 1815, he wan appninleil colont-l of tiiu 
uinetj -fourth regiineiiit (i^fe Hvytn Brigade), which was ctis- 
handed on the 24] h of Dereinber, 1818; and on (he l^lii nf 
August, 11519, lie iva* pvunioted lien (--general. He wiia nonil- 
iiatetl a Kniglit Coniniaudfr of the Oidtsr of the B«(h for hi» 
dEslinguished servieea, and His Mujeety King Gc^orge the 
FourtJi, conferrcit ou liiiu the cuJLHielcy of the Skvpntv- 
FotmTu regiment on the 13lh of .Tune, 1823. In .laimiiry, 
1838f lieHt.-g;ener.iil tiic Uonora'jla SirCliarlea Colville vias 
appoiJited governor of tlie Muurltius, anil altto fo theconimund 
nf the troops in that island, where lie j-eniairjed uiilil Jan- 
uury, IS^iS. On tlie I2lh of Decemlier, 183.4, he vni!' runovcd 
to the fourteenth regiment of foot; and on the 25th i>f Maridi, 
1835. he wa-s uppointed eolonel of the fifth regiment of fnot, 
or NorthutLibtrland. Fnsilicre, and on the ICHli of Jaiiuary*

Sib James Camfbell, K.C.B., K.C.Il., 

Ajipoia ed 12//i December^ 1834. 

Ti!49 Officer coinnn-nced his niiilitary raruer ni t-iiBign in the 
tirM or royal regiment of foot, hid coniinWuifi being diited 
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30th of March, 1791. He ma promoted to a lieutenancy in 
the r^roent on the 20th of March, 1794 ; was placed on 
half-pay in January, 1795, and in December, 1797, he was 
gazetted to a company in the forty-second royal Highland 
regiment. In June, 1799, he was promoted to the rank of 
nuyor in the Argyle Fencibles, and was removed to the ninety- 
fourth regimenton the 7thof April, 1802. He was promoted 
to the rank of lieut.-colonel in the ninety-fourth reg^eDt, 
on the 27th of September, 1804. On the 4th of June, 1813, 
he received the brevet rank of colonel; and on the I2th of 
August, 1819, he was advanced to the rank of major-geoemL 
On the 3rd of December, 1822, His Majesty King Geoi^ the 
Fourth nominated him a Knight Commander of the most 
honourable Order of the Bath, and King William the Fourth 
conferred on him the colonelcy of the ninety-fourth r^ment 
on the 13th of April, 1831, from which he was removed to the 
SETENTT-TOcaTB regiment on the 12th of December, 1834.

HISTORICAL RECORD 



THE SEVENTY-FOURTH REGIMENT. 
(HIGHLANDERS.) 



No. I. 

A monument was erected in tlieyeapn9S, in Poet's Comer, 
Westminster Abbey, to the memory of Mnjor-Generul Sir 
ARf;iiiBALD CAMrDELL, wlio Tiiised the Sevcbty-podhth 
HiOHLANDEBB, whicli bears the foHoiving iuacriptlon : — 

" Sacred to tlie memory of Major- General Sir ArcEiibEild 
Campbell, Koiglit of the Ralli, Colonel of the Seventy- 
FOUHTii Hig^hliLuil Regimetit of Foot, Ileredjlary Usiier of t]ie 
White Roii in Scotlaniif late Governor of Jatiiaica, Governor 
of I'ort St. Greorge,aiid Commander-in-Cliief of the Forces on 
the Coast of Coromandel, in the Easi Indies. He died equally 
regretteit] and admired fi>r his eminent civil and military 
services to his country ; posseaacd of distil i^ibhetl endow- 
ments of mind, digiiiti^i nmniiers, inHvKible integrity, un- 
feigned benevolence, with every social and amiable virtue. 
He departed this life March Slst, 1791. Aged 61." 



No. 2. 

Lieut,-Cotonel Campbell, afterwards Lieut.-Generat Sir 
Alexander Campbell, Baronet, and K.C.B., entered the service 
as Ensign in the ]»t baltaliom ofBoyals, in the year I776i 
was promoted to a Lieuteuancy in 1778, to a company in the 
97th rvfpnient by purchnfie in i7S0, in the course of that year 
scpvetl on board a ninely^giin sliip, belohgiug lo the Channel 
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Fleet, under Admiral Darby, in command of tiiree companies 
of ills regiment. In 1781 the 97rh was landed at Gibraltar, 
where he uommanded the light company during the remainder 
of the aiege. 

At the peace of 1783 he waa placed on half-pay. Being 
appointed as Captain to the SsvENTT-FocRTHOn its formation 
in 1787, he raised nearly five hundred men for the regiment ; 
he went to India in 1793, and in the following year was ap- 
pointed Brigade-Major to the King's troops on the Coast of 
Coromandel, and subsequently in the same year, was selected 
by Lord Hobart, Governor of Madras, for the civil, judicial, 
and military charge of the settlement and fort of Pondicherry, 
recently conquered from the French, and was honoured with 
the expression of the entire approbation of Government for 
his services therein. He was promoted to a regimental 
Majority on thelst of September, and to a Lieutenant-Colonelcy 
on the 4th of December, 1795. In the year 1797 he was ap- 
pointed to command a 6ank corps of the force formed at 
Madras, to act against Manilla. The expedition, however, 
proceeded no further than Prince of Wales Island, whence H 
was recalled to Fort St. Geoi^a 

In 1799, he commanded the SGVKNTT-rouRTu in the army 
under General Harris, and received the thanks of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief for the gallant conduct of the corps at the 
battle of Mallavelly. At the siege and capture of Seringapatam, 
he was particularly distinguished by the strongest expressions 
of the Commander-in-Chief 's approbation. He also served in 
the first campaign wliich immediately followed the conquest 
of Mysore against Dhoondia Waugh, under Sir Arthur Wel- 
lesley. 

In 1800, be was appointed to the command of the fort of 
Bangalore, which lie retained until lie was removed to the 
command of Pondicherry. In 1801, he was selected to com- 
mand the force destined to reduce the Danish settlement of 
Tranquebar. In 1802, he was appointed to command the 
northern divisiou of the Madras army, with a force of five 
tltousand men, occupying a line of set-coast seven bimdred 
miles in length, and received the uniform approbation of bis 
superiors in the conduct of various detachments of tbis force, 
employed in action and difficult operations ; and in most un- 
healthy districts.

At the coiiimeii cement of the war willi the Mnlirattn States 
in 1803<, (he Marquis Wesllesley, 'Guvernor^Cretiera], selected 
him to command the force, upwania of five thomaiid men, fur 
the subjw^tion of the Province of Cuttack, the arrangements 
for wtiLcli enterprise were entirely cornpletfid by titiu, but se- 
vere illness, wbiith etKhmgeretl liis life for several w<;eks after- 
wards, praveuted him from Ituulin^tbe truopy employt^l on this 
service, utvi lie waa ghlig'^d to returit after the HtbI ihy's march, 

Oa the 2oth of September tills year, be obtained the rank 
of CuloneU In 1805, be was appointed to llie cummand uf 
Seringapatam, Mysore, and fill of the late Tippoo Siillaiin's 
doiiiinious, on the departure of Sir Arthur Wellesley frain 
liidiH. li) ]80f>, oil tlie return homeof tbeSEViNTY-FODRTB, 
he was retained in India by llie Cotnniander-iti-Chief, and ap- 
iKiintud to- ii'V uoiiimautl of Tricitingpuly and the southeru 
diviMon of tlie army, where a Btrong' f«r« had just been aa- 
tembleil for litld service, Genertil Macclciuat being uppoiuted 
to the comniaiid of Mysore ; at tliis time he had the good for- 
tune, by the mmna he adopted, to 6ei/,e abont two hundred uf 
the nnutlrieers engaged iutlio mosaacre of the Kuropean troops 
at Vellorc. 

Ccilunel Campbell led ludin tewardfl the end of 1807, axitl 
on his arrlvnl in England in 1^06, lie wa^^ appointed a Brigii,- 
dier-Generalj ami placed on the atiH" of the army in Ireland. 
Ip January, 1809, he w»s appointed to the atatf of the army 
in tlie Ptiuinsula,, was presient ut the crosi^lng' of the Douro, and 
in the pursuit of Marshal Soult, Hy commanded the division 
whi<ih formeil tbo right wing* of thii British anny at Talavem, 
wher« he was severely wounded thron^h (he thigh byagmpe- 
jihot. On this onCasion^ he received the marked (Lpprobation of 
the Commander- in-Chief, iu orders, fur hia "■ eouni^ and 
indtrinent," ai|d was reromni'Hiideil t>y hiio fur some ^ubstauLiai 
mark of His Muj>sl.y*a fiivoiir ; in consequence of whieh he wEis 
appointed Coloue! of the York Lig^lit Infantry Volunteers. 
In Juuiiui-y, [810, being rpcovered from hia wounds, he rejoined 
the army in Furtugal, and was smin Eider appointed tu com- 
mand a division. 

He waa removed from the list nf the Sbvbntt-foubth hy 
his promorion (o the rank of Major-Genyral on the 25th of -Inly, 
I8I0. lip J(i whieh date he remained Lient.-Colonel in the 
reyiLnerit, havinir served in il. lor twenty-two years, fifteen of 
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them in the East Indies. On his leaving the regiment, he 
was the only individual who had belonged to it at its forma- 
tion in 1787. 

Major-General Campbell afterwards served in the Peninsula, 
in command of the sixth division, until severe illness compelled 
him to return to England in December, 181 1 ; he was then em- 
ployed as Commander of tlie Forces at the Mauritius, was pro- 
moted to Lieut.-General in the year 1814, and in the same 
year was created a Baronet, and received the Order of Knight 
Commander of the Bath, and was appointed Colonel of the 
80th raiment ill 1815. 

Sir Alexander Campbell had three sons, and three nephews, 
otBcersia the Seventt-foueth ; ofhissonsjtwo (Lieutenants 
in the regiment,) were killed during the Mahratta campaign, 
one on detached service, and the other, Lieutenant John Mors- 
liead Cunpbell, at the battle of Assaye; the third and only 
surviving son lived to be promoted to a Majority in the r^- 
raent in the year 1810, but died in November, 1813, of a 
wound received at the battle of the Pyrenees. Of his nephews, 
who were brothers of Lieutenant-General Sir Colin Campbell, 
K.C.B., (then Lieutenant in the 78th r^ment,) Captain 
John Campbell and Lieutenant Alexander Campbell, were 
killed on detached service against the southern Polygars, in 
the beginning of 1801, at a siege where the storming party 
to which they belonged, being recalled from an impracticable 
breach, one of them having missed his brother, and being 
informed that he had fallen, returned to the breach and suc- 
ceeded in bringing him off; hut was also mortally wounded in 
doing so, and they both died in the same tent. The third and 
youngest of these brothers, Lieutenant Lorn Campbell, was 
killed at Assaye.

Statement by Town Major White, dated " Portsmouth, 6th Jidy, 
1848," f^ the occurrences observed by him, as Lieutenant and 
Adjutant of the Seventy-fourth, at the Battle ofBusaco. 

At the battle ofBusaco the Seventy-fouhth were stationed, 
together with two field-pieces, under Major Arentschildt, of 
the Portuguese service, across a road leading over the moun- 
tain ; the guns did much destmction to the enemy, and the fire 
which they drew in return did much execution in the ranks of 
the Seventt-foorth regiment without its fire being able to 
reach the enemy in retaliation. Variotia desperate attacks 
were made by them (the enemy) to carry the hill in several 
places, but &iled, as we witnessed, with much anxiety, until 
the ailemoon, when they advanced more determinedly, and 
with greater numbers, to force the road which the Setentt- 
FouKTH protected, and it appeared we were by no means in 
numbers to resist them ; a apace being vacated on our left 
by a Portuguese regiment made our situation very desperate, 
which it appears was observed by 'the Fifth Division from a 
distant height, and General Leith sent two regiments with 
yellow facings (I think the ninth and thirty-eighth) to meet 
the enemy in this gap j they came at double-quick time along 
our rear from the right, and wlieeled round in close column od 
our left, meeting the head of a mass of the French in close 
contact, who were advancing up the hill and likely to turn 
our lefl. This contact was so immediate, and the hill so steep, 
that the brigade of the Fifth Division had not time to deploy, 
but literally ran down upon the enemy in close column, or 
nearly so ; the Seventt-podetu moving forward with them 
part of the way ; tliis decided the fate of the day, for the ' 
enemy never advanced afterwards. I mention this, because I 
have somewhere read that the Third Division was giving way 
when the Fifth Division came down ; this wau not the case, 
the Seventy-fourth never retreated a step the whole day, 
but advanced at last as above stated. I was near the left of 
tiie regiment at the moment the brigade of the Fifth Division 
arrived, and from the smoke and confusion I think the move- 
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merit lias not been clearly nolieed by many besiile^ myselT, 
a& I liave frequently spoken to officers about it, wlio I 
found had not observed it. The brigaJeof tlie Fifth Division 
caiuB so liurriecljy into actiun titnt lliey did not observe our 
poniliunj and we, with an enemy forcing; our frouf, did not 
observe theai.

Extraclffom Majvr Alves*s Journal rcgardinfi the attack rtjmn thn 
lele-de-jmit btf the fievcnit/ ftiufth Brgin^eiii,an'l 3Iajvr-Gi-neral 
Sir Tiwmas Iirisbai*e'a Brigade of the 'thirfl Division, at TmtUmse 
on the iOih nf April, IttH. 

" Shortly after dnylig-ht tlie division was put in tnotioti, with 
ordi^rH to ilrivc all tiiu eiiumy'a ont-jirj^ls hePore ti^, awfl 
nltlinugh acting as Adjutant, I was permilted by Culon>?l 
Trench to aci^ompany the skirmlsliera ; with but feeble 
opposition we drove tlieiu befure us, until ibey reacjjed [he 
tete-de-pnnt an the canal icudliiig ijito Tuiilonse, on the right 
bank of ilie Garonne; on arriving lliere I nK'Utioncfl to 
Captain Andrew* of tlie SKVENTT-pooaTii, that 1 tliuught 
we hitil gone fiir enough, and rccounoitred very attentively 
the Qiannef in wliicli it was defended by slrong palisjides, &c. ; 
I tlien returned to where the regiment was lialteij, ajiil 
mentioned my ubservations to Colonel Trenth, and that 
iioJhUig further could pnssibly be done witiiout artillery to 
break down the pal i^di'i^. tie iininedliilfly l)roug:ht me to 
Gencrul lirisbanc, to whom I also related my observatirma aa 
above, "ho direct^l me to n<le to the left and find out Sir 
Thomas Pictouj who was with l!ie other brigade, and to tell 
him my observations. After riding about two miles to the 
left 1 found Sir Thomas, and totd him hs above stated, who 
immediiilely said, in presence of all hid staff, * Go back, Sir, 
and tell them lo more on." This I did with a very heavy 
heart, as I dreaded what the result must he, but I had nu 
alternative. About a quarter of an hour Bfternards the 
refill nicnt moved from where it was halted. Wei^xperienced 
a lu^y nf thirty killed and one liuEidred tvuiiniTedifiiit iif lliree 
hundred acid lifty, in the Bttem]it to get {HiSAe.'teiion af the tcfe-t/e- 
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pomt ; and were obliged to retire wUhoat gaining any adrantage. 
The attack was the more to be r^Tstted, ai Lord Welling- 
ton*! orders were tbat it was only to be a divernon and not a 
real attack.''
